Call for state 
sector cuts

“Monetary contraction in .a 
mixed economy strangles the 
private sector unless tbe state 
sector contracts with it and re¬ 
duces its take from the nat¬ 
ional income.

That is the central theme of 
a speech by Sir Keith Joseph. 
MP for Leeds, North-cast, on 

Monetarism ‘ is not enough ”, 
giveu at the London Business 
School, yesterday. The speech 
was tbe first of this year’s Stock- 
ton Lectures. 

Sir Keith argued that mone¬ 
tary polity can be used only 
for solving monetary problems. 
* Whether you try to' use ex- 
cc»s monetary demand .as a 
means of overcoming real ob¬ 
stacles to full employment aud 
growth, or use deflationary pres¬ 
sures to achieve specific non¬ 
monetary objectives, you are 
misusing monetary policy 3 ’, he 
said. 

Tbe speech is important be¬ 
cause Sir Keith, who has special 
responsibility in the Shadov 
Cabiuet for research, has put 
forward his ideas for dealing 
with British industrial decline, 
which are likely to have a 
strong influence on Conserva¬ 
tive Party thinking on those 
issues. 

' Sir Keith considered that the 
reason for slow growth and 
declining employment in indus¬ 
try was not too lirde interven¬ 
tion, bur too much. It is not 
enough, he said, to call, solely 
for control of the money 
supply, because this is not part 
of industrial policy'. Rather, ir 
is necessary to reduce govern¬ 
ment interference and to cur 
back the public sector. 

Indeed, ro rely on .monetary 
restraint to curb excess -demand 
could cause serious damage to 
the private sector, while leav¬ 
ing the public sector un¬ 
scathed. Sir Keirb said.

She wanted to know 
whether Mr . Wilson had given 
fresh advice to his Cabinet col¬ 
leagues on how they should 
react to requests to appear 
before parliamentary commit¬ 
tees. 

"Many of us, whether on the 
front or back benches, would 
regard such a request as man¬ 
datory”, Mrs Thatcher said to 
the accompaniment, signifi¬ 
cantly, of cbeers from both 
Labour and Conservative back¬ 
benchers. 

Mr Wilson said: "The posi¬ 
tion is that, just as at question 
time, the Government decides 
which minister should answer

“in a deplorable condition**.

The same day a policewoman 
called in response to .another 
anonymous telephone She 
found Steven asleep on a settee, 
and the house- in reasonable 
order, but she reported her 
information to Mrs Rosemary 
Floyd, the social worker dealing 
with the family. The report 
notes: “ Malicious reports to 

the police about neighbours are 
not uncommon and the action 
taken by them on this occasion 
was sensible and adequate.” 

Mrs Floyd consulted her 
supervisor, Mr Roger Carden, 
before going to see Steven her¬ 
self. Mrs Floyd found Steven 
“ pasty and unsthmilated ; he 
was dirty and inadequately 
clothed, not wearing a nappy ”- 

Mrs Floyd consulted a senior 
social worker specializing in 
child care, and asked a health 
visitor to call- Mrs L. Lambert, 
the health visitor,- paid a visit 
a week latter, but Mrs Meurs re¬ 
fused to allow her to see 
Steven. It was not until Mrs 
Floyd telephoned to ask what 
had happened that she received 
any report of that visit.

“Whether a child is thriving 
or not is after all what health 
visiting is all about, but in this 
case' the health visitor never 
saw the child, nor did the 
NSPCC, and the wheels were 
never set in motion.” 

The report describes Mrs 
Meurs as a “ cold and heartless 
person” and says Mrs Floyd 
was no match for her. Mrs 
Floyd failed to attach enough 
weight to information reaching 
her from other sources, but she 
was inexperienced ami should 
not be “ unduly blamed for 
this But Mr-Carden, an ex¬ 
perienced social worker, left 
her carrying too great a respon¬ 
sibility, did not adequately 
supervise her wort and failed 
to intervene sufficiently or 
effectively.

Tories in Ulster security talks

A full confidential briefing 
on die security situation in 
Northern Ireland was given to 
leaders of the opposition parties 
at Westminster yesterday in the 
first of what will be regular 
joint meetings on security in 
the province. 

However, much of the discus¬ 
sions, held at 10 Downing 
Street, was devoted to the 
slightly awkward question of the 
basis on which, the opposition 
leaders could take part in the 
meetings and about what they 
could say afterwards. 

There were fears that the 
meetings might be a pretext to 
draw the opposition parties into 
a position of apparent responsi¬ 
bility for security policies, over 
which tbev would have no real 
control, thus muting criticism 
of such policies. 

Nevertheless the different 
sides, led by the Prime Minister, 
Mrs Thatcher, Mr Thorpe, Mr 
James Molyneaux, the United 
Unionist Coalition leader at 
Westminster, and Mr Gerard 
Fitt, the SDLP leader, agreed on 
a statement issued after the 
meeting which said it was recog¬ 
nized that the decisions on 
security policy and its imple¬ 
mentation would remain a 
matter for the Government. 

The joint statement from No 
10 added: “The participation 
of other political parties in the 
meeting is not intended to 
inhibit their subsequent free¬ 
dom to comment on or debate 


issues concerning Northern 
Ireland, including .security 
matters.” 

The rest of the meeting was 
devoted to tin briefing on the 
security situation, in which 
officers from. Army HQ, North¬ 
ern Ireland, and from the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary took part. 
A further meeting is expected 
in the near future. 

On the government side Mr 
Wilson was accompanied by Mr 
Rees, Secretary of State for 
Northern Ireland, Mr Mason, 
Secretary of State for Defence, 
Mr Jenkins, Home Secretary, 
Lord Elwyn-Jones, Lord Chan¬ 
cellor, Mr Silltin, Attorney- 
General, and Mf Orme, Minister 
of State, Northern Ireland. The 
Chief of the General Staff, Sr 
Peter Hunt, led the military, 
representatives. 

Mrs Thatcher was accom¬ 
panied by Mr Whiteiaw, tire new 
spokesman on home affairs, Mr 
Airsy Nnm spokesman on 
Northern 'Ireland, and Mr Ian 
Gilmour, the new spokesman on 
defence.. 

Christopher Walker writes from

Reprocessing of nuclear 
waste in UK challenged

Sharp, divisions of opinion 
over whether the United King¬ 
dom should continue to take 
radioactive waste from foreign 
nuclear power stations for- 
reprocessing emerged " in a 
debate last night. 

Much of the discussion 
centred on the recent shipment 
of radioactive material from. 
Japan to Windscale, ’ Cumbria, 
which British Nuclear Fuels 
hopes to turn into a long-term, 
contract worth £500m over the 
next 25 -years. The materials 
from 'Japan cannot be pro¬ 
cessed for another five to six. 
years until- special plant for 
handling : that type -of nuclear. 
reactor fuel is built. 

Opening the meeting, Mr 
Wedgwood Benn, -Secretary of 
State for Energy, .said: “It 
would have been preferable if 
this type of public debate had 
taken place in the 1950s, before 
the first nuclear power stations 
were authorized.” 

But, ‘ he added: “Public 
debate halfway -through- an 
existing programme.may.seem, 
fruitless. It -is .not, for fresh 
decisions have still to be made 
about the - stele, timing and 
nature of future power 
stations.” 


_ Up to £900m is being con¬ 
sidered for the expansion of 


Windscale and other sites for 
the' reprocessing of nuclear 
fuel similar to that coming 
from Japan. 

Sir George Potter, director of 
the Royal Institution of Great 
Britain, acted as the indepen¬ 
dent chair man for the debate 
in Church House, Westminster, 
between representatives from 
organizations such as British 
Nuclear Fuels, the Atomic 
Energy _ Authority, National 
Radiological.-Protection Board, 
conservation groups such as 
Friends of the Earth and Half- 
life, and local authorities and 
unions. He said the difficulties 
arising from the development 
of nuclear fission included the 
spread of weapons and the risks 
from sabotage involving nuclear 
materials and installation. 

The: question ^as "whether 
we . should support British 
Nuclear Fuels in seeking over¬ 
seas contracts, with particular 
reference to the Japanese one”, 
he added. 

Waste materials produced by 
a nuclear power programme had 
a long life. It had never fallen 
to 1 politician to make deci¬ 
sions with consequences lasting 
for 25,000 years and more. 

Mr C. Allday, the managing 
director of British Nuclear 
Fuels, emphasized the commer¬ 
cial importance of the nuclear 
reprocessing business because 
the United Kingdom had one of 
the few sires in the world that 
could cany out the work.

BBC orchestras ‘take too 


much out of radio budget 7

Faying ' for the BBC's 
orchestras took proportionately 
too much of the radio budget, 
Mr Howard Newby, managing 
director of BBC radio, said in 
a 1 on cli-time lecture yesterday. 

“ I should welcome any oppor¬ 
tunity ro share the financial re¬ 
sponsibility in some way con¬ 
sistent with the charter and 
justify the sharing on "the 
ground that the orchestras 
represent a national as well as 
a broadcasting 'interest”, he 
said. 

Mr Newby said in his'talk, 
arranged by the BBC, that the 
12 permanent orchestras em¬ 
ployed 589 musicians. 


“ It is a commitment greater 
than is required for the needs 
of broadcasting, and you may 
wonder whether that is entirely 
right. A different system could 
be imagined in which the BBC 
had fewer orchestras, or no 
orchestra at all. and spent the 
money (it would be about £2.8m 
m the current financial year) 
on the four London symphony 
orchestras and the other 
orchestras outside London.” 

That alternative system, he 
said, would remove a stabilizing 
influence from the weather in 
which orchestral musicians 
lived. That did not necessarily 
justify the BBC in employing 
such a high proportion of them.

use of land or buildings, re- 
building or alterations up to a 
10' per cent increase in -floor 
space.

University may have to refuse 
more research grants because 
inflation is eroding their value

Inflation was causing serious 
concern about Birmingham Uni¬ 
versity’s ability to accept new 
research grants. Dr R. B. Hun¬ 
ter, the vice-chancellor, said in 
his annual report to the court 
of the university yesterday. 

Funds allocated to depart¬ 
ments bad been cut by 14 per 
cent, be said, and the university 
hud a substantially heavier com¬ 
mitment to research than most 
other universities. In the year 
ended last July £2.89m was 
spent on 755 research grams 
and contracts. 

“Clearly, in an inflationary 
period, the university is sec a 
severe financial problem in tbe 
maintenance of research pro¬ 
grammes which have been taken 
over because of their high 
quality, which continue to main¬ 
tain that quality by national 
and international standards and 
which form an important part 
oE tbe nation’s research effort. 

*' It is important to realize 
that staffing and other costs 
involved in these activities are 
bound to affect factors such as 
staff-student ratios and costs per 
student, which are frequently 
used in simple models for cost¬ 
ing universities. 


“As a result of agreements 
reached nationally the grants 
from research council and chari¬ 
table foundations do not contri¬ 
bute significantly to the univer¬ 
sity’s overheads. 

“With severe restrictions on 
income, and with increasing 
inflationary commitments, the 
situation could arise where a 
restriction has to be placed on 
the number of grants which can 
be taken up, and of course this 
would mean that tbe very 
people who have the ability and 
energy to attract research sup¬ 
port would be penalized.” 

fie said there was a danger 
that the more successful a uni¬ 
versity became in winning 
grants tbe poorer it might 
become, whereas a less distin¬ 
guished university would be 
better able to weather the eco¬ 
nomic storm. 

In 1972 Birmingham received 
in open competition 8 per cent 
of the research grants offered 
to all bodies by all research 
councils, although it had only 
23 per cent of Britain’s univer¬ 
sity students. The anomaly was 
even greater today. 

Dr Hunter said later that 
institutions of a specialized 
kind could not economize 
indefinitely. “ They become 
■ inefficient and ineffective and. 


‘ 1,750 college vacancies in 
London and South-east’

Polytechnics and colleges in 
London and tbe South-east have 
more than 1,750 empty places 
on tbe first year of degree and 
Higher National Diploma 
courses, according to a survey 
just distributed to local educa¬ 
tion authorities 

Xn spite of higher recruit¬ 
ment last October, figures sup¬ 
plied to tbe Loudon and Home 
Counties Regional . Advisory 
Council for Technological Edu¬ 
cation show that 1,751 places 
are empty out of 19,525. They 
could all be filled, the report 
says, “ if suitable applicants 
had been forthcoming, without 
adding to the staff and accom¬ 
modation required in either the 
first or subsequent years”. 

Most empty places are on 
science and technology courses, 
although there are also some 
on social science and teacher- 
training degree courses. 

The survey shows that poly¬ 
technics and colleges are under¬ 
used by nearly 10 per cent 
Some polytechnics fare worse 
for recruitment than others. 
Thames Polytechnic has seven 


degree courses that failed to 
recruit 24 students, while the 
City of London a ad Central 
London polytechnics recruit 
well. 

The figures are an improve-, 
ment on 1974, when 2,37.2 empty 
places existed in London and 
the South-east. A survey of 
national recruitment in 1974 
showed that about a hundred 
out of 700 degree courses in 
polytechnics and colleges re¬ 
cruited fewer than 20 students. 

The London survey also shows 
that colleges of education that 
have started to offer liberal 
arts degrees have not recruited 
very welL Stockwell College of 
Education, Bromley, which had 
nine degree courses validated by 
Loudon University, attracted 
only 20 students to two courses. 

Sussex University said it 
failed to reach its target of 
science and mathematics under¬ 
graduates by nearly a hundred 
students. A similar situation 
exists ac the City University. 
King’s College and Queen Eliza¬ 
beth College, two well estab¬ 
lished specialist science colleges 
of London University, say they 
met their recruitment targets 
last year without difficulty.

This may in itself ruin a univer¬ 
sity, because not only does it 
find itself in difficulties when 
the need Is met and redeploy¬ 
ment is virtually impossible, but 
it may have neglected the 
things of greatest importance 
for the future. 

“ Universities must stop try¬ 
ing to be ‘ with it ’ and relevant 
in that sense. But we cannot 
afford to keep many institu¬ 
tions of this type. Others like 
the polytechnic must be highly 
relevant. 

“So if there is a pecking 
order there must be at least 
two categories: those distin¬ 
guished in relevance and those 
distinguished in more funda¬ 
mental ways. Both are essen¬ 
tial."

Mr Short, Leader of the 
House, denied in the Commons 
a report in The Times yester¬

Filter tips 
‘may lead 
to cardiac 
disease’

Filter-tipped cigarettes may 
cause less lung cancer but more 
heart disease than plain un¬ 
ripped ones, according to, Dr 
Nicholas Wald, of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health !s cancer epide¬ 
miology unit at Oxford Univer¬ 
sity. 

In an article in The Lancet 
today Dr Wald says that dif¬ 
ferent constituents of tobacco 
smoke may be responsible for' 
the two diseases and that the 
smoke from filter cigarettes 
may be more dangerous to the 
heart. His theory is based on 
analysis of changes in mortality 
from lung cancer and heart 
disease in the past 20 years and 
comparison of the results with 
changes in smoking patterns. 

Since the early 1950s, when 
almost all cigarettes were un- 
tipped, filter cigarettes have 
grown in popularity and now 
account for more than three 
quarters of those smoked in 
Britain. The change has led 
to a reduction in the tar con¬ 
tent of the smoke but an in¬ 
crease in its content of carbon 
monoxide. 

Over tbe same period lung 
cancer mortality has been fall- 
ing in men but rising in 
women; # the article suggests 
that the Increase among women 
is due to their more recent 
adoption of the smoking habit. 
Mortality from heart disease 
has risen in both men ‘and’ 
women, but more so in women. 

Those trends. Dr Wald says, 
are compatible with the theory 
that carbon monoxide is the 
factor in cigarette smoke that 
is responsible for its linkings 
with heart disease, while the 
tar is resDonsible for lung can¬ 
cer. If that were so it should 
be possible to show that deaths 
from heart disease occur more 
commonly in people who smoke 
filter cigarettes than in those 
who smoke plain.ones. 

That possibility is important 
in view of the popularity of fil¬ 
ter cigarettes, the article con¬ 
cludes, and it calls for urgent 
investigations to find out 
whether there is a difference 
in death rates from heart 
disease in the two kinds- of 
smokers.

The Government has issued a 
circular to local planning 
authorities giving advice on 
improving their development 
control in toe light of a review 
of toe system by Mr George 
Dobry, QC. 

After rejecting most of toe 
main recommendation put for¬ 
ward by Mr Dobry in his report 
the Department of the Environ¬ 
ment now suggests that the 
greatest scope for improving the 
development control system lies 
in helping all authorities to 
reach the standard set by the 
best. "7 ■ 

Drawing attention to Mr 
Dobry’s conclusion that “it is 
not so much toe system which 
is wrong but toe way in which 
i-r is used ”, the circular empha¬ 
sizes that the elimination of 
delay is even: more important 
now that the additional cost it 
imposes on new residential, 
industrial and - cornmerrial 
development is so high. 

The circular says that nearly 
all planning applications should 
be decided within' tbe two- 
.month statutory- period; wito 
fewer then one. in .20 taking 
more than three moo tbs to 
decide. 

To belp to achieve toe target 
it lays.down Eve guidelines: to 
make sure that applicants can 
acquaint themselves easily with 
local planning polities; to' gram 
planning permission unless 
there is a sound and clear-cut 
planning reason for refusal; to 
consider whether more applica¬ 
tions should be delegated to 
officers for decision and 
whether the plaucing committee 
meets often enough; to exercise 
control over design derail with 
the utmost discretion and not 
attempt to improve acceptable 
design; and to lose no time in 
agreeing, a development con lio 1 
scheme if there is not one in 
force.

The 
strength on November 30 was 
21.201), a gain of 350 in the Bret 11 
mouths of the year. 

In .England and Woles as a whole 
there were on November 30. 1975, 
10.701' vacancies, a deficiency of 
9.1 -per cent. On November 30. 
1974.' the figures were 14,OSS and 
12.2 per cent. 

MR' JESSEL—We all welcome 
this 'Upturn in police recruitment 
figures and congratulate the police 
on their impressive achievements, 
especially in the past few weeks. 
Can ha estimate how far the impro¬ 
vement is due to a positive wish to 
Join the police and how far to a 
fail in other job opportunities due 
to economic conditions outside the 
force ? 

ArU the Government doing any¬ 
thing'-tangible to ensure that the. 
new'.recruits stay in, if and when 
the economy picks up ag^in ? 

MR JENKINS—No. I doubt if 
such, an estimate, from me or 
anvone else, would be of great 
value to blm, the House or tbe 
nation. There are varying factors 
at work, but apart from fluctua¬ 
tions in the employment position 
the position for the police general¬ 
ly has improve substantially-. 

When I was first Hume Secretary 
fvit over 10 years ago there were 
SU.D0Q- police in this country. We 
*rc now just about on 107,000, a 
big change over a 10-year period, 
ft U extremely Important that we 
not only recruit but retain people. 
Thar' depends on a substantial 
juraber of factors, one aspect of 
which_ 

MR KERR (Hounslow. Feltfaam 
and Heston, Lab)—Heading to¬ 
wards a police state. 

MR JENKINS—It is a mistake to 
think that recruiting police up to 
establishment amounts to having a 
police stare. It depends on a 
number of things. 1 would have 
thought Mr Kerr was at variance 
with public opinion if he did not 
th>uk it desirable to get an ade¬ 
quate number of police to do the - 
job. (Cheers.) 


MR HARDY (Rotoer Valley, 
Lab)—As improving rates of detec-, 
tion and conviction rather than 
dramatic punishment are the bast 
response to crime, his answer must 
be regarded as encouraging, as are 
the rccomtnendable achievements 
of the police in recent months. 

MR JENKINS—It is important 
to pay regard not only to numbers 
but also the achievements of the 
police. The events in London, par¬ 
ticularly at the end of 1975, were a 
triumph for the police and a trib¬ 
ute to methods which ware a com¬ 
bination of skill and patience, a 
particular characteristic of the 
police in this country. This was a 
vindication of those methods. 

MR GOOD HART (Bromley, 
Beckenham, C)—Paris, with 
smaller population than London, 
baa more than twice as many 
police as London. The successful 
tactics to which he has just paid 
tribute in dealing with demonstra¬ 
tions and sieges absorb a great deal 
of police manpower. 

Win he at least ensure that tbe 
police are allowed to recruit and 
replace the civilian staff they need 
in large quantities to complement 
their own strengtii ? 

MR JENKINS—In dealing with 
comparative figures of this sort we 
have to be a Utile careful because 
the exact organization of the police 
in other countries, with certain 
para-military units in some cases 
involved, is not strictly compar¬ 
able. 

London, compared with most 
major capital cities, has to manage 
with a fairly small number of 
police. I am not aware that, as a 
result, we deal less successfully 
with public disorder, terrorist 
threats or other matters of ttds 
sort. That is a great tribute to the 
police. 

We have placed no limit on 
police manpower. The Metropol¬ 
itan Police are tree to recruit as 
fast as they can—and su are other 
police bodies—up to establish¬ 
ment. and we are willing to look at 
estabiisb'ment In certain cases. 

On civil manpower, there is a 
celling. It is 1 per cent above that 
of the autumn of 1974. It would 
not be reasonable to say while we 
must have the greatest stringency 
In all other aspects of public ser¬ 
vice manpower and while, as we 
da. we exempt the uniformed 
police, the sworn police officer, we 
will also exempt everyone asso¬ 
ciated with the working of the 
polite. There- is,' therefore, a ceil- 
Ina.- 


Arranging sites far pop 
festivals not to be 
task of Home Secretary 


MR HURD (Mid-Oxan, C) asked 
the Home Secretary what was the 
total cost to the Government and 
local authorities of the pop festival 
authorized by the Home Secretary' 
at WatcbEield In August, 1975. 

MR ROY JENKINS—Tbe 
Thames Water Authority, the Vale 
of the White Horse District Coun¬ 
cil and the Property Services 
Agency incurred a total cost of 
£25,G(XJ. Some £11.000 will be reim¬ 
bursed to the Thames Water Auth¬ 
ority by tbe Crown Estate Commis¬ 
sioners. 

The Government have agreed to 
reimburse the Vale of the Wbitr 
Horse District Council for 
expenses which would rot have 
been incurred but for the festival, 
in so Ear as they are not covered 
by contributions from the 
organizers. 

The precise figure to be paid is 
now under discussion with the 
council. 

Substantial expenditure was also 
incurred on policing. This figure is 
not yet finalized but 1 win write to 
Mr Hurd when it is. The indi¬ 
cations are, however, that the law 
and order costs at Watchfield at 
1975 prices were less than those at 
Windsor the year before, and the 
total cost to public funds about tbe 
same. 

MR HURD—-The Home Secre¬ 
tary personally gave assurances ro 
the chairman of Oxfordshire 
County Council that in his view no 
significant charge would fall upon 
the ratepayers. Will the Home 
Secretary confirm that police 
expenditure on the festival alone 
amounted to JE107,000, oF which 
£84,000 were extra costs ? 

How can he possibly justify forc- 
irt; the ratepayers of Berkshire, 
Buckinghamshire and Oxfordshire 
to suffer from- a decision he forced 
upon them with no consultation 
whatsoever 7 

MR JENKINS—My assurances to 
the local authority that the cost 
would not fall upon the Valley of 
tbe White Horse are covered in my 
answer. 

The broader question of police 
costs must be considered in rela¬ 
tion to what were likely to have 
been the costs of a repeat of 1974. 
It is no good assuming that some¬ 
thing which one does not lilo* 
would not bop pea again. 

Tbe figures bave not yet been 
finalized but the indications are 
that at 1975 prices the law and 
order costs at Windsor in 1974 
were sigrtficarvti.v greater than at 
Watchfield in 1975.- Tbe total costs 
were about the same. 


MR IAN GILMOUR, Opposition 
spokesman on home affairs 
(Chesbam and Amersham. C)—Did 
not -the Home Secretary assure me 
in a letter that he thought it wrong 
that the costs should fall upon the 
ratepayers in Buckinghamshire ? 
His answer today seems at variance 
with that. 

MR JENKINS—No. For die rate¬ 
payers in Buckinghamshire the 
only costs involved are those of the 
police authority,, the Watchfield 
ratepayers bare been reimbursed 
by the Property Services Agency or 
by the central Govsrnmm. 

On police costs, there would 
bave been no difference to the 
ratepayers of - Buckinghamshire; 
they are part of the same police 
authority. 

I fear that if the festival bad 
been In Windsor rather than at 
Watchfield the ltrw and order costs 
would have been much greater In 
real terms. 

MR CHRISTOPHER PRICE 
(Lewisham, West, Lab)—Young 
people are Just as much entitled ro 
bave reasonable police costs in 
bolding their festivals as gather¬ 
ings of their elders at Ascot, 
Epsom and other places. 

MR JENKINS—Reasonable 
costs, yes. I think it would have 
been more appropriate if people 
organizing such festivals are them¬ 
selves prepared to pay more for 
the sendees provided. (Conserva¬ 
tive cheers.) 

MR MICHAEL. McNAIR-WIL¬ 
SON (Newbury,. C)—Will • the 
Home Secretary ensure that such 
money as Is required to cover these 
costs will come from festival 
organizers in future and no one 
else ? 

MR JENKINS—No, I cannot give 
that assurance. IE I could I would 
have done so previously. Mr 
McNair-WlLson falls to appreciate 
Lhe reality of what happened at 
Windsor in 1974. 1973, 1972 and 
1971. It is no good at aO ignoring 
what has been a reality which pre¬ 
vious Home Secretaries have had 
to face. 

The assurance that I can give Is 
that I thought it right and still 
think it right to bare provided this 
alternative site in order to break 
the pattern of mounting difficulty, 
mounting police costs and violence 
at Windsor in 1974. 

There Is no question of Watcb- 
field being offered again, nor from 
the point of view of law and order 
Is it any part of a Home Secre¬ 
tary’s duty to organize further 
sites in future. 


Secretary of State confident Welsh assembly 


Flexibility 
in date 
for leaving 
school 

House of Lords 

LORD CROWTHER-HUNT, 
Minister of State for Education 
and Science, moving that tbe Edu¬ 
cation (School-Leaving Dates) Bill 
be read a second time, said it 
provided for a minor alteration in 
tbe present law ora compulsory 
schooling in England and Wales so 
as to bring forward the summer 
school leaving date from the end of 
term to die Friday before the last 
Moaday la May. 

It would also enable the Secre¬ 
tary of State for Social Sendees to 
make changes in social .security 
where certain arrangements were4 
linked with school leaving dates. 

The Bill proposed a minor 
adjustment so that the law would 
agree more closely with the wishes 
of young people and the education 
services. 

At present a child whose six¬ 
teenth birthday fell between Sep¬ 
tember 1 and December 31 could 
leave at the end of the following 
Easter term. A child whose birth¬ 
day was between February 1 arti 
August 31 could leave at the end of 
the appropriate summer term. 

The Government were convinced 
that the law was unsatisfactory in 
Its impact on 16-year-old school 
leavers. Their reasons were essen¬ 
tially pragmatic but none tbe less 
powerful. They followed directly 
from tbe raising of the school leav¬ 
ing age to 16 although the Govern¬ 
ment remained firmly committed 
to that decision and had no inten¬ 
tion of reverting to earlier arrange¬ 
ments. 

Prior to the raising of the school 
leaving age there was a long stand¬ 
ing tradition that pupils left school 
once their last GCE or CSE exami¬ 
nation had been taken, as .they 
were legally free to do. It was now 
illegal for a pupil whose school 
leaving date was the end of the 
summer terra to do this. 

The plain truth was that young 
people saw no reason to attend 
when rbelr courses had finished, 
and their examinations were over 
and parents were understandably 
reluctant to compel them to 
return. 

The law here was greatly out of 
step with the needs of the people 
involved and was in danger of 
being brought into disrepute. This 
situation could not be allowed to 
continue. The law must be 
enforced or it must be changed. 

The Bill was read a second time.

Lower rates 
for holiday 
caravanners 

LADY BIRK, Under-Secretary 
for the Environment, moving tbe 
second reading of tbe Rating 
(Caravan Sites) Bill, said it had 
only one purpose, to amend the 
law concerning the valuation and 
rating of leisure caravans and cara¬ 
van sites. 

The Bill provided that sites and 
individual caravans with their 
pitches could be valued and rated 
as a single unit. Rates would be 
collected only from the site opera¬ 
tor instead of from blm and all tbe 
individual caravanners as well. 

The Bill would not affect per¬ 
manent residential caravans, which 
were and would continue to be 
separately rated, or caravans used 
for touring. 

There would only he one rate 
demand made to the site operator 
who would he able to recoup the 
rates from the owners of the cara¬ 
vans. A side effect of the Bill was 
that die total ratable value of the 
Combined caravans and sice would 
be less than if they were valued 
separately. 

The Bill would ensure that cara¬ 
vanners would be paying lower 
rates than they otherwise would- It 
would alsb prevent a significant 
increase in local authority expend¬ 
iture in certain holiday areas which 
there would certainly be if cara¬ 
vans continued to be rated separa¬ 
tely. 

Tbe Bill was read a second time. 

Tbe committee stages of the 
Trustee Savings Banks Bin and tbe 
Insolvency Bill were concluded. 

House adjourned, 6.31 pm. 


Allegations-'of 
corruption 
against police 

MR CORBETT (Hemel Hemp¬

It is not a 
question of nothing at ail happen¬ 
ing. Two officers bave been found 
guilty of disciplinary offerees and 
have been dismissed from tbe 
force. 

They have a right of appeal to 
tbe Commissioner and ' from the 
Commissioner to me. Despite tbe 
delay in time. I am sure Mr 
Corbett will understand that Z can¬ 
not comment on these cases. 

There are still consultations pro¬ 
ceeding with the Director of Public 
Prosecutions. I accept that this has 
been a slow process.

Improved EEC import price system for fish promised 


European Parliament 
Luxembourg 

Tbe Community seemed to have 
got over the crisis in the fishing 
industry which it bad experienced 
lost year, MR LARDINOI5, 
Commissioner for Agriculture, said 
during a debate on me problems of 
the fishing industry. In general 
terms toe prices of the most im- 
porteot varieties of fish in the 
Community were on average at 
their pre-February, 1975 level. 

MR SCOTT-EOPKINS (UK. 
West Derbyshire, C), opening the 
debate, said the fishing industry 
not only in the United Kingdom 
but throughout the Community 
v-as going through a grave finan¬ 
cial crisis. The deep sea fishing 
irtJustry had lost something like 
£9.5m in 1975. Proposals put for¬ 
ward by the Commission were a 
good first step but they were not 
enough to deal with the situation. 

There had been a great increase 
In the costs of the fishing industry 
and the recent fuel price increases 
had added to these costs. Tbe level 
of prices of imported fish from 
third councries was causing diffi¬ 
culty. The Commission at preset* 
operated a system of reference 
prices. The industry had asked for 
minimum import prices, but the 
Commission had turned their backs 
on this proposal which would alle¬ 
viate the present position. 

Tlic Commission would have to 
come forward soon with proposals 
which were fair and equitable. 


There was a. feeling of injustice 
and that the United Kingdom bad 
been shut out of some areas. There 
was a feeling, that toe Norwegians 
were being allowed within those 
waters that could' be ca'ied rbe 
Community pond an allocation 
greater than that of United King¬ 
dom. fishermen. . 

Unless there ' were proposals 
soon concerning the level of im¬ 
port prices and the marketing of 
fish within the Communiry they 
would find that their fishing fleets 
were decimated. (Cheers.) 

MR LARDINOIS said Mr Scott- 
Hopkins had painted the present 
picture in the Community as far 
too black. That did not mean that 
ha (Mr Lardinots) did not think 
1975 was a bad year for die fishing 
industry; it had been one of the 
worst years since the Second World 
War. But in the past six weeks or 
two months there had been a con¬ 
siderable recovery-of prices. 

Generally speaking, the .fishing 
crisis, started in February, 197a, 
and lasted up until October. There 
was slight improvement in October 
and a further improvemert in 
November and the prices of tbe 
most important varieties oE fish 
were now on average at their pre- 
February. 1975' level. 

They seemed to have got over 
the crisis they had bad last year, 
fbs Commission’s fisheries Inspec¬ 
torate felt that in 1976 there would 
not be a repetition of wbat was 
experienced fn 1975. 

The Commission had taken si 


number of positive measures, in¬ 
cluding tbe stocking of surpluses 
out of Co nun unity funds. Import 
restrictions and incentives from 
Community funds to exports. 

. But they could not stand back 
and do nothing more. He agreed 
with the point made by Mr Scoit- 
Hopkias concerning reference 
prices. 

I promise (he said) that within a 
short time J shall produce propo¬ 
sals for tbe adaptation and Impro¬ 
vement of the import system, 
based on the experience wz have 
had in horticultural products, 
where complaints were made about 
the reference price system, 

With horticultural products thsy 
hod adopted a kind of minimum 
Import system with .satisfying 
results. To a cero'n extant thsjr 
could compare the fishing industry 
add its products with the horticul¬ 
tural industry, and they should 
adopt similar measures. 

Just ' before Christmas the 
Commission finished their detailed 
analysis of the problems involved 
in tbe Law of tbe Sea conference, 
Including those concerned with 
national quotas and fishing limits. 
These were being discussed with 
Community countries taking port 
In the sea conference. In the near 
future they would have sufficient 
material to put forward a formal 
draft regulation on behalf of the 
Commission. 

They were getting more under¬ 
standing from the member jr^tes. 
They must adopt a stance vis-A-vis 


third countries when dealing with 
200 mile zones. They should con¬ 
sider tbe possibility of 200 mile 
zones In the Community. 

MR MARK HUGHES (UK, Dur- 
ham. Lab) said it was no good the 
Commission or the Community 
coming up with proposals to help 
with toe early retirement of fish¬ 
ermen and making the existing 
reference price equivalent to the 
import price unless there was aiso 
an adequate conservation policy 
that ensured there ware fish to 
fish. Herring, sprat, mackerel and 
other species were being su grossly 
overfished for industrial and 
human - consumption tbat it ren¬ 
dered the long-term future of the 
fishing industrv pmblL-nuticai. 

MRS WINIFRED EWING (UK, 
Moray and Nairn. Scot Nat) said 
behind the question of finance 
there was a more Important ques¬ 
tion. that of survival. It was not a 
uestiun of regional development 
it of regional death. 

Until toe Law of the St=a con¬ 
ference approved a 200-mite limit 
the Community must enter into a 
pact with all the North Atlantic 
countries in the meantime to agree 
such a limit. There should be a ban 
of all Industrial fishing at certain 
times of the year in thj North Sea 
or there w'auld be nothing, left for 
anybody. 

MR ALEXANDER FLETCHER 
{UK, Edinburgh. North, Cl said 
tha inshore fishing industry, parti¬ 
cularly In Scotland, represer*ed 
the best possible type of private 


r 


enterprise end small Industry 
which * tbe Community must 
encourage. . He hoped the new 
measures wonld be implemented In 
the shortest possible time. 

MR PRESCOTT (UK. Kingston 
upon Hull, East, Lab) said the 
problem had io be looked at In a 

more comprehensive way than 
offer! tig money, which was the 
basis of the rationalization before 
Parliament. 

MRS KELLETT-BOWMAN I UK, 
Lancaster, C) said she begged the 
Commissioner to realize rhat many 
fishermen would be out of business 
in the near furore, simply because 
It was casting them £300 a day to 
stand itfiy bv fur tbe lack of fish. A 
speedy conclusion must be reached 
on tbe 200-mile limit without 
which those fishermen could crjt 
survive. 

MR LARDINOIS, replying, said 
he had not said the effects of the 
Crisis on the fishermen had passed. 
It would be some time before the 
consequences of the 1975 crisis 
were over. It would take a good 
year to'maka good the 'damage. 

Within a 200-mile Community 
tong they would have to have 
national quotas. These would rake 
Into account die losses fishing In¬ 
dustries would bare io accept in 
given countries. He was thinking 
of the coastal waters of third coun¬ 
tries; 1976 would be tbe most im¬ 
portant for a common fisheries 
policy since the concept of the 
Comm unity.

Some 2.500 Angolan refugees 
have arrived by sea off the 
South-West 1 African port of 
Walvis but Dr Connie Mulder, 
the South African Interior Min¬ 
ister, said tonight that only 
about half of them would be 
allowed to land. 

Half of the refugees on board 
the Greek cargo ship Silver 
Sky and a.fleet of some 20 fish¬ 
ing boats at Walvis Bay are 
black. 

Dr Mulder said in a state¬ 
ment in Cape Town that those 
not permitted to land would 
have to go back to Angola. The 
Portuguese Government had 
accepted full responsibility for 
its citizens among the refugees. 
Those who were prepared to go 
to Portugal would be allowed to 
land and would be flown from 
Windhoek to Portugal. 

According to provisional esti¬ 
mates, about 50 per cent of 
rhose on board the various 
vessels are Portuguese citizens. 

Dr Mulders said the Portu¬ 
guese Ambassador in South 
Africa and his staff would help 
in establishing who were Por¬ 
tuguese citizens. The remain¬ 
ing refugees would receive all 
possible help for humanitarian 
reasons but they, would have to 
return to Angola. 

Earlier, Dr Mulder said South 
Africa had refused to allow the 
refugees to disembark-because 
they were not from a combar 
zone in Angola and they had 
not asked to land. 

The Silver Sky, 6,900 tons and 
25 years old, arrived on Monday 


night Dff Walvis Bay from the 
southern Angolan _ porj 
Mocamedes, which is held by 
the FNLA. There were 1,600 .. 
refugees crammed into tne 
holds and on the decks. 

The ship was .ordered to 
anchor outside territorial limits 
until yesterday, when she was 
allowed to move into the har¬ 
bour. A number of sick, in¬ 
cluding children, were taken 
ashore. 

Last night some 20 fishing 
boats, carrying a further 900 
Angolans, arrived off Walvis ■ 
Bay They are still outside the 
harbour, according to latest 
reports. 

Dr Mulder’s statement that 
the refugees haye not asked to 
disembark does not fit in with 
reports that conditions on board 
the crammed Silver Sky and the 
other vessels are unhealthy. 

It seems odd that 1,600 people 
who have endured an uncom¬ 
fortable voyage in an ancient 
carso ship should not want to 
land. 

Last year South Afnca 
allowed thousands of whitp 
Angolan refugees to cross tne 
South-West African border un- . 
hindered. Most of these have 
been flown out to Portugal ar 
South African expense. 
has paid some of thp hill but 
most of it is outstanding. 

The master of the Silver Skv. 
Captain Ikonomakie PanagJtis, 
said today: ** I am not pre¬ 
pared to take the responsibility 
which will occur if I sail.” He 
vtid he- would leave the Walvis 
Bay anchorage only under force. 

The Silver Sky is designed to 
accommodate a crew of about 
40 and has five toilets. Among 
the 1,600 refugees on board are 
said to be about 400 children 
and 600 women.

Matthau’s Willy Clark is a 
misanthropic slob, who can’t 
stand the way his partner stabs 
him with an emphatic finger 
sod spits upon him on stage; 

Burns's A1 Lewis is a fastidious, 
kindly man, with some under¬ 
lying streak of devilry to match 
his partner's concealed feelings 
of gentle concern. They need 
each other professionally and 
personally but deeply resent 
this mutual reliance, as if sym¬ 
biosis were a deadly' disease 
rather than a means of life. 

Two other things hold them 
together—memories of the 


one is a stranger in the West, 
including the capitalise rancher 
Brown and his wife, who moved 
out to Montana after selling 
their chain of beauty parlours 
in New York. 

The novelist Tom McGuane Is 
responsible for the inventive, 
amusing and extremely indul¬ 
gent script, and. dearly knows 
the modern West.

This week’s two British 

movies have nothing to com¬ 
mend them--riot even the way 
they look despite having been 
photographed by two of this 
country’s, and indeed the 

world’s, outstanding camera¬ 
men, Freddie Young . and 

Douglas Slocombe. Young 
photographed Great Expecta¬ 
tions. a totally unnecessary 
movie unless the. producers 
thought they could make some¬ 
thing superior to David Lean’s 
distinguished picture of 1946, 
a difficult but by no means 
impossible . task. Crudely 
adapted by Sherman Yellen and 
limply directed by his fellow 
American Joseph Hardy, this 
version looks like a cut-price 
musical called Pip ! with the 
songs left out. Michael York 
is all embarrassed and embar¬ 
rassing charm as Pip, and no 
one else' emerges with any 
credit. 


Douglas Slocombe’s unhappy 
assignment was The Bawdy 
Adventures of Tom Jones, 
directed by Cliff Owen who 
back in 1963, on the strength 
of A Prize of Arms and The 
Wrong Arm of ike Law, was 
briefly thought of as one of 
our more promising local 
talents. This soft-core costume 
musical is performed by a 
splendid, ana ' totally wasted 
cast (Arthur Lowe, Geraldine 
McEwan, Michael Bares and 
others), and is largely devoted 
to creating situations in which 
Fielding's hero can be speeded 
from bed to bed. The decor 
ij atrocious, the Carry-On style 
innuendo tiresome, the sex joy¬ 
less. The music and lyrics are 
incredible. Tom Jones (Nicky 
Henson) is required to sing 
songs with words like “I may 
have been bom on the wrong 
side of the sheets, bat they’ll 
never make a wet blanket out 
of me ”. And the hapless 
Trevor Howard as. Squire 
Western resales his lecherous 
fellow revellers with a number 
on how to handle women called 
“Walkaway”, that contains the 
couplet. “ Tf her belly starts 
swelling. Find another dwel¬ 
ling A truly wretched pic¬ 
ture. 



Cinderella 
Covent Garden

The heroine in Ashton’s ballet 
Cinderella makes her entrance 
to the ballroom down a flight of 
steps, and so that we can see 
how enraptured she is, she must 
never look down as she des¬ 
cends. It is characteristic of 
Merle Park’s interpretation of 
the role that she. alone among 
the present crop of Cinderelbs. 
remembers Fonteyn’s trick with 
that entrance, and how much 
more telling it is actually to 
look up rather than straight 
forward. 

Park takes great care over 
the details of the part, even 
to the point that her imitation 
of the stepsisters’ dancing les¬ 
son, when she is left alone and 
trying to cheer herself up, 
varies _ from night to night 
according to whatever tricks 
they get up to. But her dancing 
never looks laboured: it is 
fresh and strong and flowing; 
full of nice detail but not 
losing sight of the broader 
shapes. 

David Wall’s plaring of 
tbe prince matebes ber well. 
He combines enthusiasm and 
authority in a way that is 


unusual and attractive. His solo 
on Wednesday (their first per¬ 
formance this season ; they have 
another tomorrow) had a fine 
swinging vigour and their duets 
were beautifully done, especially 
the last. Together they caught 
all the nobility of this short, 
gracious dance of love and new 
horizons. 

Georgina Parkinson’s fairy 
godmother looked much happier 
and more benevolent than at 
earlier performances: Ashley 
La-.vrence’s firm band in- the 
orchestra pit perhaps explains 
the difference. Ashton’s step¬ 
sister blossomed also ; it is cer¬ 
tainly actionable to call her an 
ugly sister when her appear¬ 
ance is based on that of a most 
distinguished poet and her arms 
are among the most beautiful 
on any stage. Eut she can be 
nauchty, too; haring contrived 
to lose her powder puff, she 
sought it in a most unlikely 
spot. 

My comnanion at this per¬ 
formance had once been an 
assistant stage manager . in a 
repertory company and re¬ 
marked that even for a 
suburban pantomime sbe would 
not have been happy with such 
messy, noisy transformations 
and clumsy lighting. Also, it 
seems inexcusable to let each 
interval drag on well over half 
an hour.

A masterpiece of farce 


Plunder 

National

After Graham Greene’s failure 
to bring Raffles back to life, it 
has been left to Ben Travers to 
restore the gentleman cracks¬ 
man to his theatrical place of 
honour. Plunder (1928) made its 
first appearance half way 
through his famous series of 
Aldwycfa farces, and it leaves 
you.envying the audiences who 
come to expect work as funny, 
honest and beautifully con¬ 
structed as this as a matter of 
course. 

The piece is a perfect demon¬ 
stration of the Travers Law: 
namely, that farce results from 
placing rational! people iii out¬ 
rageous circumstances and 
showing them trying to fight 
their way out. Nobody in Plun¬ 
der is a “funny” character: 
not the grasping Mrs Hewlett, 
who has ascended from house¬ 
keeper to grande dame by a 
death-bed marriage; not the 
disinherited Joan nor her 
ardently incompetent fiancS 
D’Arcy; and certainly nor the 
invincible Freddy Malone, who 
shares a timbered mansion with 
his girl accomplice on the pro¬ 
ceeds erf bis house-party pick¬ 
ings. However, put that lot 
together and see what happens. 
Under the stress of greed, 
resentment, fear and die chance 
of a really whacking theft, these 
people swell into monsters with 
all their normal characteristics 
magnified into the farcical 
absolutes. Malone blossoms into 
a Satanic mastermind, D’Arcy 

plunges into such incoherence 
that bis remarks start sounding 
like a literal translation from 
German. 

Even shorn of its laughs. 
Plunder would. remain an ex¬ 


tremely- efficient play of 
suspense. Besides tbe matter 
of burglary and disinheritance, 
there is also a blackmail 
motive; and all these elements 
are mobilized in.a central house- 
party act, involving three separ¬ 
ate intrigues,- all interwoven 
and timed with an expertise 
that leaves Agatha Christie 
standing; Nor does Travers 
skate over the consequences 
when the plot misfires and an 
intruder on • the . theft falls to 
his death from a bedroom win¬ 
dow.- Ten years is ten years; 
hanging is hanging: facts that 
Travers never lets you forget in 
the last act when Malone and 
D’Arcy are hauled in to brazen 
tilings out at Scotland Yard. 

With a little ‘adjustment and 
a little more violence, Plunder 
would soon cease to be a tough¬ 
ing matter; which, I think, is 
its real claim to the classic 
rank. Great farce always is a 
precarious experience, in which 
comedy barely escapes being 
engulfed by horror and disaster. 
To explain bow Travers 
achieves this would mean going 
through the piece point by 
point, dwelling on his care over 
preparation and hds skill in 
releasing fixed characters into 
wild cards whose reactions 
carry more weight than the 
events to which they are 
responding. But, to pick one 
example, here is_ D’Arcy in the 
bedroom hovering over_ the 
sleeping Mrs Hewlett • with a 
phial of knock-out drops while 
Malone is rifling her jewel case. 
Experimentally, he uncorks it 
and teis a sniff, aud knocks 
himself out. The effect is hil¬ 
arious, but you suppress your, 
laughter for fear of awakening 
the sleeping dragon; such_ is 
the contradictory combination 
of character and situation that 
Travers' manages to bring off. 

At the National, this moment 
owes much to Dinsdaje Landen’s 
D’Arcv who. besides his faculty 
for falling like a stricken tele¬ 
graph pole, projects a sense of 
amiable fatuity from his first 


rabbit-toothed entry.that de¬ 
velops into the subline panic 
of tbe last act where he suc¬ 
ceeds in tying the police up in 
knots through his own hopeless 
entanglements. But the whole 
of-the bedroom scene is a model 
of swift precise direction, reduc¬ 
ing a complicated action to 
something as effortless as a 
Mozart scale. 

In that sense, it stands our 
• from' the general context of 
Michael Blakeniorfe’S production 
which, as in the case of Gil¬ 
bert’s Engaged, is somewhat 
heavy and under-paced. A great 
deal of elaborately timed effects 
have gone into .the show; but 
where, for instance, you see 
Malone and his girl exchanging 
a hurried embrace before a 
maid’s entry, the move is execu¬ 
ted deliberately and without 
sparkle. There is a prevailing 
sense of slow practice which 
will presumably accelerate 

Separate performances __ are 
triumphantly on the right lines. 
D’Arcy’s panic is matched by 
Malone’s iron . nerve : Frank 
Finlay plays him as a mous¬ 
tache’cad, opening his eyes like 
humbugs to deliver a comic 
aside in the midst of supervis¬ 
ing the theft crisis; aud- 
quenching the cocksure police 
with a hyena-like grin and a 
brazen laugh. Unsbakably in¬ 
side the part, he presents an 
inexhaustible series of sur¬ 
prises. The casting of the 
two Hewietts, mother and

Pears/EIHs 
Queen Elizabeth Hall 

Joan Chisseil 

Familiar though Peter Pears 
may be as a recitalist in 
Aldeburgh, he is not often 
heard in this role nowadays in 
London. So, bis appearance 
with Osian Ellis on Wednesday 
in one of the Redcliffe Concerts 
of British Music w-as an event, 
the more so since the pro¬ 
gramme included the London 
premiere of Britten’s recent 
Canticle V as well as the first 
performance of Priaulx 
Rainier’s song-cycle for tenor 
and harp. Prayers from the 
Ark, with words by Carmen 
Bernos de Gasztold translated 
from the French by Rumer 
Godden. 

“Lord, what a menagerie ! 
Between your' Downpour and 
these animal cries one cannot 
hear oneself think 1 ” cries 
Noah in the opening prayer be¬ 
fore a. cat, donkey, butterfly, 
owl, lark, cock and dove in turn 
make their own little pleas. 
Richer opportunities for charac¬ 
terization could scarcely be im¬ 
agined. The composer has not 
wholly ignored them, notably in 
the flimsy, flashing butterfly, 
the sleepy owl and the confi¬ 
dently crowing cock. Yet it 
was impossible to escape the 


suspicion that each inmate of 
the Ark shared Noah's own 
claustrophobic boredom, sum¬ 
marized in his “AU this water 
makes my heart sink . . . the 
days are long. Lord.” The occa¬ 
sional switch into speech or 
onnmatopaeic Amen could noi 
disguise a basic monotony of 
pace and style. 

Britten’s Canticle V, “The 
Death of St Narcissus was a 
different story, and once again, 
as so often, because of this 
composer’s response to verbal 
imagery. Not a phrase in T. S. 
Eliot’s striking verse is left 
unilluminated nor its emotional 
overtones unreleased, and all 
of it with the poet’s own mix¬ 
ture of elusiveness and graphic 
immediacy. Peter Pears and 
. Osian Ellis lavished no less 
care on Rainier’s work than 
this, but .it was tbe Canticle 
that.allowed their imagination 
to take wing and won them the 
evening’s warmest applause. 

Mr Pears also sang a' group 
■ of “ anon ”, Dowland and Purcell 
with unusual intimacy as 
well as beautiful continuity of 
line, and found a telling variety 
. of colour with which to charac¬ 
terize his closing group of folk 
songs. Mr Ellis, unfailingly 
vivid in atmospheric evocation, 
was a true partner. He also gave 
a masterly performance of that 
little masterpiece, the .Harp 
Suite in C specially written For 
him by Britten in 1969. 


Academy of St Martin 
Festival Hall 

Max Harrison 

Wednesday’s concert by the 
Academy of St Martin in the 
Fields was in effect an evening- 
of concertos, ancient, modern, 
and chiefly for strings. If the 
two pieces by J. S. Bach pro¬ 
vided, unsurprisingly, the 
deepest satisfactions, the more 
recent works at least addressed 
themselves to' interesting prob¬ 
lems. 

Neville Marriner secured an 
admirably decisive performance 
of Tippett’s Fantasia Conccr- 
cante on a Theme of Corelli, 
with especially clear dynamics. 
This is crucial when complexity 
abounds, yet it has to be ad¬ 
mitted that detail here 
accumulates to the point where 
i: begins to cancel out. Un some 
pages the shifts of emphasis, 
of pace, of types oF gesture 


only seem fidgety. 

Tippett achieves some notable 
passages, of course, such as the 
highly condensed recapitulation, 
but the difficulties of combining 
symphonic and contrapuntal 
stylra are never resolved so con¬ 
vincingly as in Martin’s Petite 
Symphonic Concertante. The 
virtues of this piece are faxni- 
Jiar,. yet its understated 
originality, quiet eloquence, and 
formal sophistication remain 
sources of delight. Indeed, the 
rate of invention is high, parti¬ 
cularly in terms of sound and 
texture via the solo harp, piano 
and harpsichord, themselves a 
more engaging ream than Tip- 
pert’s two violins and cello. 

Anorher item with triple solo¬ 
ists was Bach’s Concerto for 
three violins and orchestra, 
heard in a new transcrip tin 11 by 
Christopher Hojwood from a ! 
harpsichord version. That ! 
sounded authentic, and the { 
violins were able to do more 
than any keyboard instrument [ 
tnr the Adagio's singing lines. I

Curry gives

Geneva* Jan 15 

With a dazzling display of free 
skesiag, John Curry of Britain, 
tc night iron the men’s title of the 
European figure skating champion¬ 
ships, and so became one of the 
/avaur/ces to win the Olympic title 
next mooch. 

Vladimir Kovalyov, the defend¬ 
ing champion from the Soviet 
Union, fell cn a triple jump and 
finished second with Jon floff- 
njir.n, the East German former 
world cfiampioa, taking third 
place. 

Curry, from Birmingham, bad 
been lying second behind Koval¬ 
yov after tbe compulsory figures 
and short programme. But tonight 
he had the crowd roaring with uis 
almost flawless free skating. 

There were loud and prolonged 
boos when- tbe East German Judge 
SJve Curry 2 7 for his technical 
performance, the lowest mark of 
all nine judges. But not one of the 
judges gave Kovalyov one 5.9 
trark and Curry collected no less 
than J 1 5.9’s—two for his technical 
performance and all nine for Ms 
artistic display. 

Relegated to fourth place was 
the reigning world chamrrion, 
Sergei Volkov, of the Soviet 
Union. 

Lyudmila Pakhomova and her 
husband, Aleksandr Gorshkov, 
supreme exponents of Ice dancing, 
strengthened tbeir hold on the 
chan, pi unships. Already leading 
atter the first two set dances, they 
now forged away from all chal¬ 
lengers with the third compulsory 
and - tbe original set pattern dance 
to a rumba tempo. Their lead Is 
such that they can present their 
free programme tomorrow with no 
fears of being overhauled. it 
Should be quite a sight. 

Given their heads with the 
rumba, they showed all their 
artistry, more restrained than 
most in their choice of mosfc, but 
full of lovely, genuine rumba side 
steps, soft hip sway fmostly by 
the wile, of course) and expres¬ 
sive hand movements. The British 
judge, Harry Lawrence, who again 
showed a spirit of independence, 
marked them 5.7 and 5.S, but the 
scores elsewhere were nearly all 
5.9 s and 6.0’s. 

.If. die order at the top Is un¬ 
changed, and virtually unchange¬ 
able, things have moved a little 
lower down. For one thing, the 


third Russian pair, Natalya T.hri - 
chuk and Gennadi Karpooosov, 
have overhauled their c ompatri ots, 
Irina Moiseyeva and Andrei 
Alinenkov, in second place, sur¬ 
prisingly when you consider that 
Moiseyeva and her partner 
won the world cb&mpiotisidp last 
year in the absence through illness 
of Miss Pakhomova and her hus¬ 
band. 

Hilary Green and Glyu Watts, 
the British champions, have im¬ 
proved their hold of fourth place, 
partly, it baa to be added, because 
their nearest challengers, Kris¬ 
tina R ego czy and Anaras Sail ay, 
of Hungary, fell during their last 
sequence of the original dance. 
The second British pair. Janet 
Thompson and Warren Maxwell, 
have moved up a place to sixth, 
again partly because the leading 
Italian couple were below their 
best, tbe male partner making at 
least three mistakes in 0 k kfTHan. 
Tbe third British pair. Kav Bars- 
fleil and Kenneth roster, lie 10th. 
so that although the Soviet Union 
promises to make a clean sweep 
of tbe even, the British, by any 
zcher standards, hold a strong 
band. 

Tbe women’s world champion, 
Dianne de Leeuw, of tbe Nether¬ 
lands, suffered a setback earlier 
today. After the compulsory 
figures she lay second to Isabel 
de Navarre, of West Germany, a 
reversal of their respective posi¬ 
tions when they last met, in the 
world championships at Colorado 
Springs last March. Tbe dis¬ 
appointment Is certain to be only 
temporary, barring accidents, 
because Miss de Leeuw outshines 
the German In free skating and 
i's confidently expected to regain 
lost ground, and more, before the 
competition ends tomorrow night- 

Tbe Dutch girl began well 
enough, with highest marks on tbe 
first figure, the counters, but 
Miss de Navarre surpassed tbe 
world champion on tbe two 
remaining figures. Even she. 
however, could not claim the 
third figure, for a 15-vear-oId 
East German, A nett Pfltzsch, pro¬ 
duced a superb set of loops to 
claim first place. Meanwhile, the 
defending champion. Christine 
Errath, also of East Germany, 
who was beaten by Miss de Leeuw 
for the world ntle at Colorado 
Springs, fought back well from 
indifferent counters and stands 
fourth, one place behind her pre¬ 
cocious young compatriot.

Ashley to return 
in Brazilian

Competition could return 
to Donington this year

The three-year battle to bring 
'motor radng back to Donington 
Park, in Derbyshire, has been all 
but won. The long-awaited results 
of the public inquiry into Doniog- 
ton’s future development have been 
published this week and reveal 
that the Department of the En¬ 
vironment inspector has found 
that none of the major objections 
lodged form an obstacle to the 
redevelopment of the park’s rac¬ 
ing circuit. The main objectors 
had been East Midland Airport, 
Rolls-Royce (1971) Ltd, who have 
a small factory on die site, and 
a minority group of local 
residents. 

With tiiis major hurdle passed, 
only a minor technicality con¬ 
cerning the width of one of tbe 
access points stands between the 
circuit’s owner Tom WUeatcroft 
and Ms aim to make Donington 
Park one of the best grand prix 
venues in Europe. This problem 
is expected to be resolved very 
quickly and tbe first race meeting 
at the modernized circuit could 
take place before the end of the 
year. 

England’s first road-racing cir¬ 
cuit (Brooklands was a purpose- 
built autodrome), Donington Park 
was opened to motor cycle racing 


in 1951 and was modified for car 
racing tv'o years later, but it was 
in 1937 that it made history. 

That year tlv? huge, super¬ 
charged Mercedes-Benz ami Auto- 
Unions were brought over from 
Germany for the first time for the 
Donington Grand Prix, to provide 
a spectacle never before seen in 
this country. Pictures of the 600- 
bi:p cars tail-sliding around Doc- 
iagwn’s corners c-r flying through 
the rir after one of the circuit’s 
hocips are still considered to be 
some of the all-time classics of 
motor racing. camera work, and 
they .will uever be repeated be¬ 
cause tiie “ new-look ” Dotting- 
ton will . be over a shortened 
course which trill meet all the 
contemporary and stringent safe:? 
regulations. ' 

The only racing C3rs sc:n at 
Donington sin-e the second world 
war are those wiiich comprise Tom 
Wheatcroftis Donington Collec¬ 
tion-^ group of around 80 grand 
prix and other historic racing cars 
which are housed in two exhibi¬ 
tion halls and are on permanent 
public display. But next month, 
beginning on February 24. a six- 
day Donington Speed Show will 
take place adjacent to the perm¬ 
anent display and will comprise 
over 40 exhibition stands featuring 
racing and rally cars, equipment 
and accessories

Steveu Meurs died aged 15 months, weigh¬ 
ing less than 101b and suffering from 
severe - malnutrition. The report of the 
official inquiry into his death, published 
yesterday adds to the growing volume of 
literature pointing up tragic mistakes that 
failed to prevent avoidable cbfld deaths. 

The police, the probation service, social 
workers, a health visitor, the .National 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, and the family doctor were all 
involved in the case. Yet, the report says, 
“nobody could bring themselves to 
believe, nobody had any conception, that 
such inhumanity was going on 

When Steven died, there was an area 
review committee operating in Norfolk, 
his home county. Such committees now 
in every local authority area in 
England and Wales, and their main pur¬ 
pose is to review all cases involving non- 
accidental injury to children. Guidance 
issued by the Department of Health and 
Social^ Security, in a circular urging the 
committees to be set up, said that con¬ 
ferences should be called on all suspected 
cases. 

Steven clearly fell under one of the 
criteria outlined in the circular as indi¬ 
cating the first signs of non-accidental 
injury. He showed symptoms of “an un¬ 
explained failure ro thrive”. But a case 
conference was never called- As in similar 
cases, the basic reason was that nobody 
knew enough about the involvement of 
other people to be alerted to the signs. 

A policewoman called in after an 
anonymous telephone call and saw Steven 
asleep on a settee and the house in 
reasonable order - . Her information was 
passed on to the social worker, who con¬ 
sulted her supervisor on the case. But 
as. the report says, Mrs Meurs had 
succeeded in putting everyone off the 
scent by arranging to have Steven visible 
and sleeping peacefully when the police¬ 
woman called. 

Had all the information available been 
pooled, there is little doubt that a case 
conference would have been called, and 
Steven’s life might have been saved. The 
case inevitably raises the question of 
whether enough is being doue to prevent 
such deaths. 

The area review committees, set up in 
me wake of the Maria Colwell tragedy, 
are not intended to scan for children at 
risk ' but they should provide the 
machinery which will enable information 
to be pooled, communication between 
different professionals improved, and 
case conferences to be set up rapidly. 

There are already some indications that 
the committees work too well in some 
areas. Perfectly innocent parents have had 
their children removed from them when 
they have taken them to casualty depart¬ 
ments after injuries in the home. The 


zealous overreaction' in some areas has 
led some social workers to complain that 
they can no longer find day-mirsery 
places for any children but those who are 
suspected of" non-accidental injury. 

But in other areas, the committees 
have proved unsatisfactory. Reports on 
their first year of operation show that one 
committee intended to meet only once a 
year, which cannot have shown any aware¬ 
ness of the urgency that is necessary in 
some cases. Eleven authorities did not 
have'general practitioners on their com¬ 
mittees, although the f amil y doctor is 
often best placed to notice signs of non¬ 
accidental injury. 

But a surprising number of committees 
have set up registers of suspected cases; 
S3 of the 105 authorities in England and 
IVales had registers by last July, and at 
least eight more are now setting them up. 
Such registers, which pool information on 
specific children from all sources in con¬ 
tact with them, have proved highly suc¬ 
cessful in preventing re-battering in the 
experience of the NSPCC, which runs 
three special units dealing with the 
problem. 

When Steven Meurs died, there was no 
register in his area, but one has been 
established since. In addition, in a six- 
month period 60 case conferences _ have 
been called which confirmed 20 children 
as having been non-accidemally injured. 

But the basic failure in Steven’s case 
was lack of communication. A new circu¬ 
lar will go out from the Department of 
Health and Social Security soon giving 
guidance to local authorities on the next 
steps to be taken. It will point out the 
importance of communication between the 
different professionals involved, a point 
that has to be stressed over and over 
again, but one which will not get home 
until the individuals involved actively seek 
it. 

The British Association of Social 
Workers, which predictably leapt to the 
defence of the social workers criticized 
in the Meurs report yesterday, has at least 
shown willing by publishing its own code 
of ethics which emphasizes this point 
The Department of Education and Science 
and the Home 'OFflc.e have both sent out 
circulars giving guidance respectively to 
teachers and education welfare offices, 
and to police and probation officers. - 

But there is no sign that the BASW 
example has been followed by the repre¬ 
sentatives of the other professionals 
closely involved. The British Medical 
Association, for example, has not advised 
doctors on the issue. 

Better communication of the urgency of 
the case might have led the health visitor 
to press to see . Steven on the second 
occasion when access to him was refused. 
But she would have had no legal right to 


do so without applying to the courts for 
a Place of Safety Order, a step which most 
health visitors take reluctantly. Efforts ■ 
to devise a less drastic way of ensuring 
that a child is medically examined in spite ■ 
of parental opposition have failed. 

Access might be improved when the 
remainder of the Children Act is brought 
iuro force. The Act gives the Secretary • 
of State for Serial Services power to maUp ‘ 
regulations about the supervision of chil¬ 
dren in care, including ensuring regular 
medical examination. The power is in 
abevance, like other sections of the Act, 
until enough resources are made available. - 

But that power would not have helped 
in tiie Meurs case, because Steven, was 
nor under any kind of care order. His 
mezher was being risked by a social wor¬ 
ker because she was looking after two of 
her aunt’s children under a private foster¬ 
ing arrangement, . ' 

In addition, Steven came into the ■ 
category that is most difficult to_ detect.' 
A bruise or cut is obvious, a failure to 
thrive is nor. All those factors point to the 
conclusion that the prevention of deaths 
in cases like Steven's depend on the 
individuals concerned and the establish- - 
mem of adequate channels of communica¬ 
tion to make people alert and aware cf 
the possible signs that a child is not 
being cared for properly. 

From the report, it is clear that the 
social worker directly involved towards 
the end of Steven’s short life did her best, ‘ 
but lacked supervision. Her supervisor 
was having to cope with 14 other social ' 
worlcers as well, only one of whom was 
qualified. Changes since the case have 
eased his burden considerably: he is now 
one of three senior social workers super¬ 
vising the work of 22 others. 

But to get that extra staff complement. . 
Mr George Meredith, the director of social 
services, had to exert moral blackmail by 
pointing out that similar cases would 
happen thvIsss he had the staff. Even so, - 
it was at the expense of other areas in 
the county. 

Social workers, of course, are not infal¬ 
lible and tbey do operate under severe 
difficulties. Too many of them have nor 
been trained, they carry very heavy 
caseJoads, and they are working in a period ■ 
of public expenditure cuts which are. 
bound to adversely affect their ability to 
detect potential tragedies by stretching. 
them farther. 

Child Idlliug is not going to be abolished 
entirely by having more social workers, 
hue greater investment in their training 
could help to prevent many more tragic 
deaths. Possibly even more important 
would be to establish automatic communi¬ 
cations between the health and social 
services.

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In the spring of 3969 Swedish authors, 
angered by government; reluctance to 
enter into talks over how much money 
they should receive from libraries stocking 
their books, organized themselves to take 
action. Helped by friends driving furniture 
vans—and by Sweden's library system, 
which allows ticket holders to withdraw 
an unlimited number of books—they 
cleared every library of books by Swedish 
writers. The Government agreed to double 
the public lending right budget; and got 
down, to talks. 

Such a protest by the British writers 
who have been campaigning for lending 
rights for 24 years would be inconceivable. 
Apart from the restricted library ticket 
system, and more comprehensive libraries, 
the whole style is different. The English 
attitude towards writers is based on a 
notion that talented writers will write any¬ 
way, and are somehow better writers if 
they starve. Why should they expect to 
make money from libraries lending out 
their books? 

A corresponding spirit of diffidence, and 
a belief that there is something indecent 
about a writers’ trade union, has meant 
that writers have never put any tangible 
pressure on succeeding governments and 
ministers, who, while m principle invari¬ 
ably endorsing the notion of public lending 
rights, have never come up with concrete 
legislation. 

“ The history of public lending rights ... 
is one of the most sboddy and shabby 
stories that is to be told in the whole 
hisiory of artistic administration", Lord 
Goodman told the House of Lords in July. 
A Bill is finally ready to be introduced. Mr 
Hugh Jenkins, Minister for the Arts, has 
declared that “nothing other than a lack 
of parliamentary time will keep it out of 
Parliament". 

Writers are now virtually unanimous in 
their demand for public 'lending rights, 
as a symposium on the subject carried out 
by Xandra Gowrie for the New Review 
this month shows. Many of them feel 
that it is intrinsically unfair that a pro¬ 
fession so underpaid anyway—67 per cent 
of them earn under £1,000 a year from 
books—should be subsidizing the read¬ 
ing public. They point out that while in 
1920 one book was borrowed for every 10 
bought, in the late 19G0s 9i books were 


borrowed for every one bought. 

There are two possible ways of run¬ 
ning a public lending right. Under a pur¬ 
chase scheme the author Is paid every 
time a public library buys one of his 
books (books already on the shelves are 
not recompensed). A loan scheme gives 
the author the right to be paid each time 
his book is borrowed. For a long time 
writers’ societies, librarians and' the 
Government disagreed, on the respective 
merits of the scheme. Eventually a Bill 
which introduced the principle bur not 
the details wds left out of the last parlia¬ 
mentary session on the grounds that it was 
premature to pass legislation that had not 
coped with the technical problems. 

The decision to present a comprehen¬ 
sive Bill may be for the best in the light 
of the West Germans’ experience. They 
passed a law in support of authors’ rights 
in 1972, but disagreement over how it 
should work has meant that no author 
has yet received anything. 

Largely prompted bv the activities of 
the Writers Action Group, which pro¬ 
duced figures about relative costs, the 
Government earlier this year commis¬ 
sioned it’s own reports. Ooe appeared in 
March, and the second is to be published 
when the Bill gets a date for its first read¬ 
ing. _ It is now clear that in terms of cost, 
efficiency and fairness the loan scheme is 
the more practical of the two—and the 
Government has opted for it. 

The figures, however, are not particu¬ 
larly reassuring about the practicality of 
either scheme, though the loan scheme is 
cheaper to run. Even then the adminis¬ 
trative costs are immense. If the Govern¬ 
ment gives £lm (the figure is thought to 
be between Elm and £5m), then just under 
half will go on running costs, leaving little 
more than £500,000 for the authors (who 
will then pay a third in tax). Faced with 
such a poor return on investment, econo¬ 
mists have wondered whether the £lm 
would be better spent on pensions and 
grants, as iu Denmark, Iceland and Fin¬ 
land, or on some form of subsidy, whereby 
every time an author received a royalty 
the Government added a certain amount to 
iL 

The Library Association, which inevit¬ 
ably has an ingrained feeling about the 


traditionally truly free library (across the 
counter payment by borrowers was aban- 
doned as a possibility in 1954) is also 
understandably concerned with the extra 
amount of work needed to run the loan 
scheme. All eligible books in the sample 
libraries chosen on a rotating basis to 
operate the scheme will have to be speci¬ 
ally coded with computer readable codes. 
Librarians will then record details of all 
loans oh to cassette tapes and send them 
to the registrar, who makes the pavmenr 
to authors. 

It is not only the poor return that per¬ 
turbs economists about the scheme. There 
is also a considerable margin for error— 
at worst it could be as much as 32 oer 
cent on a payment of £100—made inevit¬ 
able bv the fact that it is onlv financial!v 
realistic to canvas 72 out of 6,183 libraries 
at any one time. 

Ultimately all the proposals seem to 
suffer fi'orn the same drawback: designed 
to eliminate unfairness to authors, they 
are themselves inherently unfair. By pay¬ 
ing w’riters each time a book of theirs is 
borrowed from a library, the loan scheme 
inevitably will be giving more money to 
the most popular and best selling authors, . 
and virtually none to the authors of 
obscure reference books. A study quoted- 
in the iVeiy Review shows that ail author 
of popular fiction with 13 titles on the 
shelves lent out 759 times in a year could 
expect £1,261, while a writer of non-fiction 
with six titles borrowed 49 times could 
hope for no more than £7. 

The various writers’ groups argue that 
these are details that can be worked out 
later. They agree that best selling authors 
should not be the ones to benefit most ■ 
from the scheme, and suggest that a 
maximum fee might be established, and 
the rest channelled back into the ’poof. 
What is really at stake is a matter of 
principle, a feeling that has been grow¬ 
ing steadily stronger among writers that 
they are not getting a fair deal. The fact 
that they are now united behind one 
scheme may finally provide the force that 
is needed to push the legislation through.

There is no riling more that the 
Government can do to hold back 
tire rise in potato prices. That 
was made clear yesterday when 
Mrs Williams, Secretary for 
Prices mid Consumer Protection, 
said high prices simply reflected 
low supplies. 

She said in a written Parlia¬ 
mentary reply that the quality 
of the crop seemed to be 
generally good. “We have no 
evidence that unreasonable 
charges are being made at any 
stage of distribution”, she 
added. 

The Belgians have fixed a 
maximum price lower than that 
now charged in British shops, 
buz they have different rules. 
Statutory price controls in this 
country do not apply to fresh 
foods or to small shops. 

Some shoppers think that 
farmers have mode unreason¬ 
able profits out of the shortage. 
Mr Geoffrey Grantham, chair¬ 
man of the Potato Marketing 
Board, has said that the market¬ 
ing conditions of the fast 
season have brought “ high 
prices a»d rich rewards ro many 
producers 

But he added that many 
i growers had been forced to lift 
; immature crops because of lack 
of water. High prices would not 
cover their .costs and the cost 


of growing the crop in 1976 
would be £500 an acre compared 
with £370 in 1975. And because 
farmers do not rely on potatoes 
alone, they may use their high 
profits on that crop to balance 
Josses incurred ou it before 
1975 or on other farming enter¬ 
prises in that year. 

Wholesalers in Cove or Garden 
yesterday quoted prices of 101p 
br lip a pound for shops, while 
in some areas the price was 
12p. Potatoes from the Canaries 
cost about 2Qp. The Department 
of Prices and Consumer Protec¬ 
tion, which is always optimistic 
when prices rise to unusual 
levels, said potatoes could be 


found for as little as 7p a pound. 

A price of 9p or more a 
pound means that a large potato 
now costs as much as a good 
orange or home-grown apple. 
Traders say that the high prices 
result purely from the unhappy 
mixture of low supply and high 
demand, so that the best way in 
make potatoes cheaper is to stop 
eating them. 

While there are cheap root 
vegetables on sole at similar 
prices there is nothing to take, 
ove the role of the potato as 
a cheap filler. Fish friers use 
more than 750,000 tons a year 
and man) r hare raised the mini¬ 
mum price of a portion of chips

I spent eight days in Israel just 
before Christmas. It was ray 
first visit to the country for 
exactly two years. The previous 
one bad been in the immediate 
Eirerm2tli of the October war. 
At that time the nation was stul 
reeling from the shock, and 
seething with anger at the 
leaders who had lulled it into a 
false sense of security. But there 
was a feeling that out of evil 
good might come. The Geneva 
Peace Conference was ibout to 
■assemble, and without entertain¬ 
ing any exaggerated illusions 
about quick results, most people 
did find it encouraging that 
Egypt and Syria, by accepting 
Resolution 33S of the Security 
Council, had also accepted the 
principle of peace through 
direct negotiations. Many people 
also hoped that the shock would 
bring about much-needed 
changes in Israel itself : changes 
in personnel at the top, changes 
in policy, changes also in 
Israel’s over-centralized system 
of government. 

Two years later these hopes 
have been only partially ful¬ 
filled, and tiie prevailing mood 
is now one of grim resignation. 
The Genera Conference Jias not 
resumed since its inaugural 
session, and most Israelis now 
believe that those Arabs who 
would like it to resume see it 
not as an opportunity to make 
peace but simply as a mechan¬ 
ism for forcing Israel to relin¬ 
quish territory and to recognize 
tiie Palestine Liberation Organi¬ 
zation—a body dedicated to 
Israel’s destruction. 

There have, of course, been 
disengagement agreements with 
both Egypt and Syria, and more 
recently also the "interim agree¬ 
ment under which Egypt com¬ 
mits herself to solving the 
Middle East conflict by peaceful 
means. But these agreements, 
and especially the Jasr, have not 
been greeted with any enthusi¬ 
asm in Israel. In the words nf 
a senior Foreign Ministry offi¬ 
cial, which undoubtedly reflect 
a majority view, “ we traded 
tangible assets for phrase¬ 
ology ”. 

He added; “The least we 
could have expected, is a 
degree of appreciation. . . . But 
the result was quite surprising. 
Sadat ends up being the prince 
of peace, while Israel becomes 
the symbol of stagnation. We 
thought this agreement would 
allow a certain pause, to allow 
things to set a bit, and then 
move on to other issues and 
other fronts. Instead we walk 
into the UN and the whole 
thing collapses on top of us, 
in a menacing cacophony of 
animosity, of hate and of down¬ 
right aggression, which has left 
us quite numb.” 


he was definitely encouraged 
by the results of the Sinai 
agreement; since for the first 
time since the 1940s he now 
saw signs in Egypt of a speci¬ 
fically Egyptian nationalism 
taking precedence over pan- 
Arab feeling. 

There is also a growing 
minority on the left which 
argues ’ that Israel should 
actively seek peace with the 
Palestinians on the basis of 
mutual recognition and the 
establishment of a Palestinian 
state in the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip, and accepts that the 
Palestinians must be repre¬ 
sented in any negotiations by 
the PLO. The agreement of 
such establishment figures as 
Mr Eliyahu Eliachar, the leader 
of Israel’s Sephardic 'commun¬ 
ity, and Mr Jacob.

But this minority remains

The victory won by this group 
last month, when the Govern¬ 
ment allowed the would-be 
settlers of Sebastia, near Nablus, 
to remain in a nearby army 
camp, caused consternation even 
in the dominant Labour Party 
and provoked public criticism of 
the Prime Minister by the 
Foreign Minister. But nearly all 
the critics backed down when 
faced with an offer to resign 
by Mr Rabin, and one extreme 
dove admitted to me that he did 
not dare launch a full-scale cam¬ 
paign against Mr Rabin because 
any imaginable alternative 
Prime Minister would certainly 
be worse. 

Many doves admit to being 
intimidated by the prevailing 
right-wing hysteria, which is it¬ 
self partly a reaction to the 
defeats at the UN and perhaps 
also to the acute economic 
squeeze. The doveish party 
Yaad (Target), formed last year 
mainly by disillusioned Labour 
activists, has already split as a 
result of the participation of 
several of its leaders in the 
inaugural meeting of the pro- 
Falestinian “ peace council ’’. A 
20-minute radio talk by _ a 
highly respectable academic. 
Professor Shlomo Avineri, put¬ 
ting the case far a Palestinian 
state in the West Bank, was 
enough to provoke an outcry in 
parliament for tighter state 
control of broadcasting. 

In this atmosphere, those who 
favour a radical change in policy 
admit that only two things can 
help them; real pressure from 
the United States, and a clear 
expression of willingness for co¬ 
existence from the PLO. In the 
absence of such a change they 
see a new war as inevitable.

Mr Wilson is said to have 
personally insisted on sending 
the SAS to Ireland against stiff 
opposition both from his col¬ 
leagues and' senior army offi- 
cers.

SAS men have recently been 
trying to get rid of some of 
the absurd myths and tales 
about themselves that have been 
fostered by the secrecy that is 
needed to protect any special 
forces. 

There is even a film showing 
thek work and training which 
describes a regiment of proces¬ 
sional soldiers, with perhaps 
more than tlieir fair share of 
tiie most important qualities of 
the ordinary English infantry-

man. They have toughness, 
determination and intense pride 
in their regiment. 

To anyone’who knows them 
well, the IRA claim that they 
have been used as undercover 
assassins in Northern Ireland ia 
absurd. Furthermore, had the 
Northern Ireland Office wanted 
to assassinate civilians in Ulster, 
they would be unlikely to use 
a regular regiment- of the 
British Army, there being far 
better-equipped government de¬ 
partments for' that purpose- 

Much of the mud has stuck, 
however, and over the past 
week SAS men have found 
themselves promoted from 
Mysterious Assassins to -Mur¬ 
derous Supermen. Very little 
of what has been written about 
them is accurate and a full, 
statement from tbe Ministry of 
Defence about their operations 
in Ulster dispelling the mystery 
is long overdue. 

The SAS does have enemies 
in tiie Regular Army hierarchy 
and will be anxious that recent 
publicity may damage its rela¬ 
tionship with other units, but 


Mr Bryan Magee’s recent article 
in The Times attacks British 
management as . lazy, old- 
fashioned,' inefficient, irrespon¬ 
sible, , influenced 'by class 
considerations, taking more out 
of the firm than. their work 
warrants. and making inade¬ 
quate investment even in 
response to Mr Heath’s 
government and policies. He 
concludes—not surprisingly— 
that “ what. British industry is 
suffering from more than any¬ 
thing else is bad management ”. 

This is nonsense. There must 
be good and bad. workers in 
management as in government, 
politics, the professions, and all 
walks of life: and there must 
be scope for improvement 
everywhere. And with better 
management, some of our in¬ 
dustrial problems could be re¬ 
duced. But “what British in¬ 
dustry is suffering from** is 
mainly inflation, recession and 
mistaken government policies. 

The recent inflation was doe 
primarily to excessive wage in¬ 
creases following the overthrow 
of the previous incomes policy 
in 1374, and partly to world 
commodity'price increases and 
to earlier increases in money 
supply; failures not attribut¬ 
able (even by Mr Magee) to 
management. Tbe recession was 
due to-the effects of inflation, 
to the fall in world demand 
following the autumn 1973 oil 
price increases, and to tiie dam¬ 
age tn industrial and consumer 
confidence, which very under¬ 
standably followed. Nor can the 
mistaken policies pursued by- 
government fairly be blamed on 
management. 

Mr Magee accuses' manage¬ 
ment of “ failing to invest**: Yet 
the proportion, of value added 
in manufacturing accounted for 
by investment over the last 20 
years has been about the same 
in Britain as in France. United 
States of America and Germany 
—actually rather higher than' 
in the United States and Ger- 
many* 


And British industry has in¬ 
vested more per unit of extra 
production than most other 
countries — our incremental 
capital-output ratio is higher. 
This is no cause for rejoicing, 
k means that we have got less 
extra production from our in¬ 
vestment than other countries. 

This may indeed be partly a 
reflection on management, but 
also owes something at least to 
restrictive labour practices and 
to government exchange rate 
and demand-management poli-

On the specific point of the 
alleged disappointing response' 
of investment to the relatively 
favourable policies followed by 
Mr Heath's government,. Met 
Magee again goes wrong. De¬ 
mand was increased in 1972 and 
1973; and the counter : inflation 
policy was effective at that time. 
As a resultTinvestment decisions 
were taken which resulted in an

Established conference- 
resorts like Blackpool, the 
Isle of Man and -Llandudno,- 
which -rely heavily on trade 
union and association traffic, 
will probably be less 
affected in the months ahead 
then those centres with 
hotels that cater more for 
company meetings and train¬ 
ing courses. 

In the case of the latter, 
there has been, a sharp 
decline, again for economic 
reasons. This has hit the 
hotels which, with some 
notable exceptions, are likely 
to be entering a Jean time. 


" There is -certainly plenty 
of evidence that organizers 
are becoming more selective 
in. their choice of venue and 
.are shopping -around, -both 
for conferences at home and 
abroad, for the best prices. 
Many of the more cost- 
conscious are looking at the 
alternatives, such as uni¬ 
versities, which still offer 
outstanding value for money 
despite inflation. 

On the other hand, Black¬ 
pool, which last year was 
host to both the major 
political parties and the 
TUC, takes a lot of beating. 


It is estimated 'that con¬ 
ference business is worth 
almost £5m to the resort, 
which attracted 62,000 dele¬ 
gates in 1975. 

In the south, Brighton is 
the only resort capable of 
accommodating the larger 
events and its new £8m, 
5,000-seat centre will pro¬ 
vide a valuable boost to 
business. Although it is not 
due to open until next year, 
it already -has more than 70 
national and international 
events booked, representing 
a 70 per cent occupancy in 
the first year. 


Europe is the dominant 
area - for international 
congresses and conventions. 
Western Europe has 62.7 
per cent of all meetings and 
§5.4 per cent of all attend¬ 
ances. Paris, London, 
Geneva. Brussels and Rome 
are the most popular dries, 
while Amsterdam, Berlin, 
Jersey, Malaga and Malta 
rate highly among organ¬ 
izers of corporate meetings, 
product launches and so on. 

London’s position is 
unique. As well as attract¬ 
ing a growing flow of con¬ 
ference traffic from EEC 


countries, it has been luring 
a steadily increasing num¬ 
ber of organizations across 
the North Atlantic. Among 
its coups last year was the 
first meeting outside North 
America of the Canadian 
Institute of Assoriarion 
Executives and a similar 
first with the International 
Association of Convention 
and Visitors Bureaux. 

It also hosted the inter¬ 
national committee of the 
American Society of Associa¬ 
tion Executives, which is 
the largest assodation of 
convention planners and 


organizers, with a member¬ 
ship of 5,000 trade and pro¬ 
fessional bodies represent¬ 
ing 28 million conference 
delegates. 

In the reverse direction, 
Canada is reported to be one 
of the popular destinations 
for interna tiooal medical 
conferences. A Brighton 
firm of conference organi¬ 
zers, which set up a spedal- 
ist subsidiary six months 
ago, reports a boom, in busi-. 
ness. 

“With all these- special 
promotional fares on the 
North. Atlantic, Canada be¬ 
comes a very attractive des¬ 
tination for the conference 
delegate”, according to Mr 
George McNair, a director 
of Medical Conference 
Travel "Service. 

Specialization is perhaps 
the key to the conference 

organizing business. Some¬ 
what surprisingly, few 
travel agents have got 
deeply involved in the 
market. 

Many have dabbled unsuc¬ 
cessfully, leaving it to a 
handful of knowledgeable 
companies. One of the 
leaders is JLep Travel, whose 
managing director, Mr Fred 
Wakefield, was recently 
elected vice-president of the 
influential International 
Congress and Convention 
Association, which has mem¬ 
bers in more than 60 coun¬ 
tries. 

ICCA members are bound 
to respond to what- the US 
Department of Commerce 
describes in irs market ana¬ 
lysis as a “major competi¬ 
tive opportunity ”, .a growing 
need for ■ professional assist¬ 
ance created by the trend 
towards smaller events. 

One of the highlights this 
year, which will have a dir¬ 
ect bearing on the question 
of professionalism, will be 
an event at Grosvenor 
House, London, in April. 
Sponsored by' the British 
Tourist Authority, with the 
English Tourist Board, the 
London Convention Bureau 
and the Association of Con¬ 
ference Executives dosclv 
involved, Conference 76 vlll 
probnblv be the most com¬ 
prehensive presentation of 
communication techniques 
seen. - 

With names like Ford. Air 
Products, IPC, J. Walter 
Thompson, Johnson Wax, 
Kelloggs, IBM and British 
Airways among the pro¬ 
gramme advisers, and David 
Frost and James Burke ou 
■the billing, it should be a 
must for anyone in the 
group communication busi¬ 
ness.

This can mean the 
use of simple charts or ad¬ 
vanced audio-visual equip¬ 
ment in a variety of shapes 
and sizes. Once again the 


local conference officer 
diould . be able to assist. 
However, other organizations 
can also help. The Associa¬ 
tion of Conference Execu¬ 
tives comprises both sides of 
the conference industry— 
buyers and sellers—and the 
sellers naturally include both 
hard and software audio vis¬ 
ual companies. Another as¬ 
sociation which can offer in¬ 
valuable aid is the Associa¬ 
tion of Exhibitors and Con¬ 
ference Managers which—as 
its name implies—is made up 
totally of buyers. 

Food and drink is usually 
best left to the venue. If it is 
a -conference hotel of good 
reputation, they wOI know 
the needs of a conference 
and will probably resent the 
interference of outside cater¬ 
ers. If it is a venue where 
food mid drink is not in situ, 
undoubtedly it will be able 
to recommend suitable ar¬

Along with the demand for 
such specialist international 
events, there has been a cor¬ 
responding growth in firms 
which can produce- a price¬ 
saving package for British 
companies wishing to nialfe 
up a business party to attend 
such events, or even to 
arrange their own overseas 
conference. 


. As Ear as the United States 
is concerned, it is worth look¬ 
ing at tile Pan Am’s World 
brochure, winch puts this 
fairly new area of business 
firmly on the travel agent’s 
counter. Working through 
specialist firms like Albany 
Travel (100 Oxford Street, 
London), Pan-Am can supply 
tailor-made conference group 
packages. These, in some in¬ 
stances, mean that the price 
for each .delegate artending 
an exhibition in, say. New 
York, and including air 
travel, accommodation, trans¬ 
fers, conference fees, and the 
cost of atten din g all related 
events, may be no more than 
the price of a normal 
economy class return trans¬ 
atlantic air ticket. 

Mrs Margaret Hopper, 
superintendent of British 
Airways’ convention bureau, 
said people preferred to go 
abroad for conferences rather 
than use the facilities pro¬ 
vided in many British towns 
because “ going abroad need 
not necessarily cost any more 
than holding a conference in 
Britain, especially if you go 
offseason”. People found 
that their staff felt “better 
thought of” if they went 
abroad; it was good for 
morale. 

She said firms gave three 
major reasons for going over¬ 
seas : to link up with the 
representatives of a parent 
or subsidiary company (a fac¬ 
tor which accounts for the 
heavy traffic to the United 
Safes), to take the oppor¬ 
tunity of seeing retailers or 
distributors, and as an incen¬ 
tive to srrrff- 

The last point is of great 
importance. An overseas des¬ 
tination means that delegates 
sore isolated from the distrac¬ 
tions of home awl office and, 
in the words of Mrs Hopper, 
“ going overseas can make a 
dull conference exciting”. 


Firms tend to be cautious 
st first, when it comes to 
choosing a destination. As an 
experiment they may go to 
Jersey, which has excellent 
facilities, then.perhaps to an 
accessible European city like 

Amsterdam. 

Then the organizers start 
looking for an even more dis¬ 
tant venue—and there is a 
strong demand for warm and 
sunny places like Bermuda, 
the Bahamas and Jamaica, 
although such distant places 
seem to be most popular with 
the international “ pay-your- 
own-way ” conferences rather 
than a limited conference 
nun and paid for by a com¬ 
pany or group of companies. 

As a guide to destinations, 
British Airways has pro¬ 
duced a book called Meeting 
space, which is being 
launched this month as a 
guide to conference hotels 
around the world. - 

National tourist offices 

can also give useful advice. 
The French Tourist Office in 
Piccadilly, London, has a 
business travel department 
which will help to organize 
conferences. 

Milan and Vienna are 
popular European venues, 
while the businesslike Ger¬ 
mans have about 40 towns 
catering for conferences. 
Hamburg has a new pur¬ 
pose-built conference centre 
with room for 3,000 dele¬ 
gates in the main hall, as 
well as other spacious ac¬ 
commodation, an adjacent 
hotel, and other hotels with¬ 
in walking distance. 

Uus^eldorf and Hanover 
are also popular. Hanover 
has an assembly hall holding 
3.600 people, but central 
hotel accommodation is con¬ 
sidered by many to be limi¬ 
ted. A conference centre is 
due to open in West Berlin 
saon- 

“The transport and accom¬ 
modation side of a confer¬ 


ence is fairly straightfor¬ 
ward ”, Mrs Hopper said. 
“We can advise people on 
where to go, how. to get 
there, recommend hotels, 
and sort out excursions, and 
so on. But we 'do not set up 

die actual conference. We 

leave that to the company 
itself and the person in 
charge; or ebe there are 
professional conference org¬ 
anizers when it comes to 
arranging the programme 
and content.” 

British Airways had repre¬ 
sentatives in nearly every 
country who could recom¬ 
mend ground operators able 
to arrange even special 
events like factory visits. 

“ In short, we keep an eye 
on things and see that every-, 
thing goes smoothly”, Mrs 
Hopper said. - 

That smoothness, which, 
cannot always be taken for 
granted overseas, must tell 
—for the British Airways 
convention bureau, and 
others like it, have experi¬ 
enced a remarkable growth 
in business over the past few 
years. Some travel agents 
have found that it is worth 
specializing in conferences 
and conventions. Besides 
those already mentioned 
they include American Ex¬ 
press; Thomas Cook; Con¬ 
ference and Group Travel, 
of Brighton; Windsor:an, of 
Slough; and Rankin Kuhn. 
Any of them ran tailor a 
package deal to suit a 
client’s needs. 

Those needs are likely to 
include ever wider horizons. 
“My department used toJbe 
concerned only with 
Europe”, Mrs Hopper said, 
“but we have a fair number 
of requests for long-haul 
conference travel now, and 
we think that this demand 
will develop.” 

The department has not 
yet organized a conference 
in Australia, 'but it could 
happen soon.

Harrogate h'ai responded to 
the challenge TWjm typical 
resilience, by passing plans 
to build a new conference 
centre with accompanying 
exhibition space. The town 
already has three linked exhi¬ 
bition halls,'having steadily 
built up aarommodation.

war that its traditional role 
as a spa resort was no longer

Initially, London is likely, 
.to be affected most by the 
Bimangbam-' centre. Earls 
Court and Olympia are qmck 
to emphasize that they are ' 
still very much in business, 
with long-term contracts'for 
such large draws as the Ideal 
Home Exhibition. 

Earls Court opened in 
1937, but one mordant com¬

the organizers who claim it 
is too rid.”

^during 1977. But after care-, 
fol study the owners derided 
on a modified scheme of 
modernization spread over 
the next few years. Al¬ 
though this will cost £lm, 
Earls Court will stay open 
throughout, most of. the 
work being done between 
exhibitions. 

Olympia is an older com¬ 
plex—tile Grand Hall was 
completed in the nineteenth 
century and the National 
Hall in the 1920s. There the 
policy is to keep as much 
open as demand, requires. 

_ Even Olympia is appre¬ 
ciably younger than Alex¬ 
andra Palace. This is still 
a venue for exhibitions in 
spite of needing hundreds of 
thousands of pounds simply 
to preserve it.

AH Britain’s cities and 
largo - towns offer ventres of 
some kind, whether it be the 
bulk of Glasgow's Kelvin 
HaH and Manchester’s Belle 
Vue, or the grace of York’s 


Assembly Rooms. The kind 
of accommodation offered is 
variable. 

Because customers’ 

demands are just as variable, 
a premium is placed on 
flexibility in new construc¬ 
tion. Movable walls, sinking 
floors, and rising ceilings are 
useful if a building is liable 
to house a boat show one 
week and half a dozen simul¬ 
taneous seminars the next. 

This approach avoids an 
agonizing choice for deve-. 
Iopers—whether they should 
build a large exhibition hall 
with a small conference ball 
attached, or the other way 
round. Very often the fashion 
has changed by the time the 
buildings are completed. 

Brighton’s conference 
centre, scheduled to open in 
1977, will include exhibition 
space, and vdfi also be used 
as a sports and entertain¬ 
ment centre. The town 
already has a complex of 
exhibition halls attached to 


the Hotel Metropole. Hotels 
throughout the country, 
especially modern ones, 
incorporate-halls for confer¬ 
ences and small exhibitions. 

Showgrounds are expand¬ 
ing their share of the mar-

At 
3 pm management held a 
hurried conference, cancel¬ 
led local radio advertising 
and announced that listeners 
would be well advised to 
stay at home.

Thousands of cars jammed 
the three approach roads 
and formed queues stretch¬ 
ing for miles.

in Europe complete with ’• 
dodgems and roundabouts 
And test it they did. The £S 

10 restaurants served 65,000 
“sit-down” meals while the 
statistics for the snack bars 
included snch items as £i 
40,000 doughnuts.

Mr Lyndon Jenkins, the NEC 
press officer, insists: “The < j 
tr affi c hold ups were due to ■ ji 
a milli on to one set of dr- 
cum stances which will never 
occur during a normal exhi¬ 
bition. For instance, bn the 
Saturday we were open from 

11 am to 10 pm. 

“ During that time we 
parked 25,000 cars and 
handled 105,000 visitors with¬ 
out any problems at aUL The .£ 
day roughly divided onto two 
identifiable sections, those 
who came before and left 
after lunch-time and those 
who turned up during the 
afternoon and stayed in the 
evening. This enabled us to 
have a turnroinid situation 
employing some of the 
13,000 car parking spaces 
more than twice—the normal 
pattern for exhibitions. 

“On the other band on £ 
Sunday we were open only 
from noon until 6 pm with 
the result that 150,000 * 
people turned up at the 57 
same time. Remember rite 
best trade shows cope with 
only 20,000 a day” 

He said that matters were 
made worse by the bad 
weather aid the fact that 
road works are still being 
completed at the main 
entrance roundabout. 

Significant improvement 
in traffic flow vrill follow 
the opening of British Bail’s 
new £6m station, Birming- 
bam International—built ex¬ 
pressly to serve the centre— 
and scheduled for opening 
on January 26.

In tbe unlikely event of 
such an occurrence the occa¬ 
sion will be almost certainly 
tbe International Motor 
Show. The London-based 
anti-Birmingham lobby has 
made great play of recent 
doubts that the motor show 
will come to Birmingham. 
But Birmingham - remains 
adamant that it will happen 
in 1978. 

The doubts arise from a 
recent decision by the owners 
of Earls Court to postpone 
modernization, plans which 
were scheduled to take place 
in 1977, closing the building 
for a year. Tbe London lobby 
immediately claimed that a 
move from Earls Court to 
Birmingham was no longer 
necessary and pointed out 
that the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and . Traders 


—organizers of the motor 
show—must be equally con¬ 
cerned about moving to tbe 
Midlands because it is con¬ 
ducting an urgent ballot of 
members about the future 
format and venue of the 
sbow. 

The ballot has now been 
postponed until after the 
NEC’s first exhibition, the 1 
International Spring Fair 
from February 3 to 5, to en¬ 
able members to monitor the 
event. It will be a severe test 
of the centre’s facilities. 
Employing die whole of the 
one million sq ft of show 
space, it will be the largest 
exhibition ever staged in Bri¬ 
tain. 

It is significant, however, 
that die SMMT ballot is ex¬ 
pected to ask members to 
confirm or otherwise its 


inner council’s recommenda¬ 
tion that the annual car show 
should be combined with the 
biennial Commercial Vehicle 
-Show, and staged biennially 
at Birmingham, beginning in 
1978. 

' Mr Robert Booth, chair¬ 
man of the NEC board of dir¬ 
ectors, says: * We are confi¬ 
dent. that the ballot will 
bring the motor show to Birr 
mingham. The prime requis¬ 
ite of a successful motor 
show is the ability to attract 
very large crowds and to 
handle them in comfort. We 
have shown that we can do 
that for numbers far in, 
excess of anything Earls. 
Court has ever handled

Hotels after more of the market 


by Ross Davies 


While tbe big purpose-built 
conference centres in Lon¬ 
don, Birmingham and 
Brighton and elsewhere 
gather most of the headlines 
the backbone of the confer¬ 
ence industry is the hotel 

Thus, while in recent years 
London has been spectacu¬ 
larly successful in attracting 
international gatherings of 
1,000 people and more, most 
British conference business 
is domestic and involves 
gatherings of between 250 
and 300. 

There is also a particularly 
lively market in get-togethers 
of from 20 to 100 people, all 
of which lie within the cap¬ 
ability of old-established or 
newly built British hotels. 

Conference business, 
which has developed in im¬ 
portance in the hotel indus¬ 
try since the last war, now 
makes die difference be¬ 
tween survival and closure 
for many privately owned 
hotels or those which arc 
members of small groups. 

Hoteliers, local authori¬ 
ties and government agen¬ 
cies are combining forces to 
extend hotel conference 
business. There is a real 
determination to go after 
foreign business. 

This has uot happened 
overnight. The develop¬ 
ment of hotels’ interest in 
conference business can be 
traced in the career of Mr 
Steve Fewster. For the past 
18 months he has been the 
Founder-director of the 
British Association of -Con¬ 
ference Towns, a body much 
involved in bringing confer¬ 
ence business to hotels. 


In 1950 be was appointed 
conference officer of Scar¬ 
borough, the first such muni¬ 
cipal appointment in 
Britain. This was at a time 
when old-established holiday 
hotels in' places Eke. Scar¬ 
borough -were wondering 
what bad happened to their 
traditional customers. Year 
after year whole families 1 
would come to spend ' a 
month’s holiday or more.' • 

After the war, however, 
tbe money was either no 
longer available or was 
being spent on tbe' new 
package tours to the.Medi¬ 
terranean coast. 

Lucidly, as Mr Fewster 
points out, - other -changes 
were producing alternative 
business for. wideawake 
hoteliers. A more advanced 
economy, the greater com¬ 
plexity and scope of taxes 
and the spread of govern¬ 
ment intervention all led 

firms to conridcr meeting 
rivals to discuss common 
problems, or to bring to¬ 
gether their own scattered 
workforce for talks. In other 
words, the conference busi¬ 
ness was starting. 

Between 1950 and 1970 the 
seaside resorts, Scarborough, 
Brighton, Eastbourne ana 
others, took most of the new 
business. They bad the rail 
links and the hotels left over 
from Victorian or Edwardian 
times. 

Since 1370, however, the. 
balance has altered in favour 
of hotels newly built or ex¬ 
tended in and around Lon¬ 
don and other big cities. The 
-resorts still claim a lively 
conference business, but it 


may be that die increase in 
business is bring taken by 
the newcomers. 

The Labour Government 
of the time derided to put 
its weight behind the British 
tourist industry. First there 
came the Development of 
Tourism Act 1969,. which 
established a. system of 
national and regional tourist 
boards, with powers to dis¬ 
tribute public money to tbe. 
industry. 

The principal consequence 
for hotels was the establish¬ 
ment of an hotel' develop¬ 
ment incentive scheme, 
through which about £70m 
has been distributed in 
grants and loans for tbe ex¬ 
tension of existing hotels or 
the . building of new ones. 

The problem, as even the 
English Tourist Board—the 
biggesr of tbe network—is 
prepared to admit, was that 
the scheme left the tourist 
boards little discretion over 
the distribution of the 
money. 

Thus, if a large hotel 
group could put forward pro¬ 
jects that satisfied the mini¬ 
mum requirements, the 
appropriate tourist board 
could not direct, the company 
to put the money into one 
hotel, rather than another. 

Many groups used the 
money to- build new hotels 
in and around the cities, 
leaving the existing seaside 
hotels merely to tick over. 
But die people who. had 
been spending their holidays 
on the Costa Brava wore now 
expecting hotel rooms with 
private bathrooms, and in 
3970 most existing hotels

Today more and more 
towns are beginning to see 
that what is good for their 
hotels is also good for them. 
In Nottingham, for instance, 
hoteliers have formed their 
own conference hotels 
association and the local 
authority provided a pub¬ 
licity officer as secretary. 

The British Association of 
Conference Towns, which got 
under way in 1969, was 
reestablished last year with 
Mr Fewster as full-time 
director. 

The association recognizes 
that there is keen competi¬ 
tion for conference, business 
and incentive travel, but its 
role is to group together for 
mutual benefit all the local 
authorities in the country 
which within their boun¬ 
daries can accommodate, and 
are willing to develop, this 
business., 

( For example the . associa¬ 
tion is beginning to promote 
conference, towns other- than 
London to potential-oyer^eas 
customers with the hrip tof 
the British Tourist 
Authority. As- tbe-hotels of 
one _ town benefit from a 
foreign conference, it is 
argued, .British business will 
be diverted to the others. 

BACT- is also compiling; 
with the help of the English 
Tourist Board, a card index 
of conference facilities in 
more than 1,000 British 
hotels. This will help' the 
association or BTA officials 
abroad quickly to point 
inquirers in the right direc¬ 
tion.

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THE BALANCE OF DETENTE 


agreeing to go to Moscow 
text week Dr. Kissinger has • 
hown his confidence that- 
'dtente is still alive and breath* 
ng. His remarks about Angola, 
how. Jus awareness that it is 
tot in {good health. In.Washing-; 
on, as in Moscow and elsewhere,. ■ 
people ' are - asking . whether . 
detente is 'producing "the. pro¬ 
mised jroods, and if so who - is 
the. main beneficiary. It is time 
for reassessment. . : 

Western- critics of detente-say 
that .Mqscow is' breaking the 
spirit and possibly the letter of 
the existing strategic'artas limi¬ 
tation agreement and is paying 
no more than lip service to the 
need to control conventional 
arms in Europe. They point out 
that the Soviet Union is using 
American technology and grain 
to build up its strength while 
challenging Western .interests in 
the Middle East, Portugal, 
Angola and elsewhere. They 
accuse the Soviet Union of doing 
little- or nothing to implement 
the Helsinki agreements on 
human rights, and suggest that 
the West is giving far more than 
it is gaining. 

In Moscow there are signs, of 
, equivalent critics suggesting 
-that the Soviet Union should 
seek more advantage from, or in 
spire of, arms agreements, that 
it should be ready to take more 
risks in extending its power 
overseas, that it should make 
fewer internal concessions to 
Western liberal opinion, and that 
it should demonstrate more com¬ 
mitment . to revolutionary 
ideology abroad. These critics 
have doubtless been encouraged 
by the declining authority of the 
American President and the 
political and economic troubles 
of the West as a whole, which 
huve surprised communists 
whose theoretical belief in the 
contradictions of capitalism had 
long taken second place to 
admiration for its achievements. 

As a result the Russians seem 
to have hardened some of their 
attitudes. Their military effort 
continues unabated and appar¬ 
ently unaffected by claims to 


have- reduced military spending. 
Their attitude to the Salt agree- 
-rnents has -beeoj that , of a tax¬ 
payer trying to outwit the tax 
inspector, for whether or' not 
they have broken the letter of 
the. agreements,"their behaviour 
has been ambiguous, to say the 
least. In Portugal and Angola 
they .have been.-, more faithful 
than -necessary to' their doctrine 
that - detente' does not Mean 
'accepting the ~soriaI or political 
Status quo or .staying out- of 
“ wars of liberation ". Since the 
.Helsinki' agreements of August. 
1 they diave made only a few 
’..token gesture? "towards imple¬ 
mentation sind have claimed that 
the agreements contain things 
they do not contain, such as 
endorsement' of’ the Leninist 
principles' of peaceful coexist¬ 
ence between states with- dif¬ 
ferent social systems. 

It therefore looks ,to many- 
people in the West as if detente 
is not paying off. This is-to take 
too pessimistic a view. 1 Detente 
must be judged not only by 
what it can be seen to .have 
achieved but also by what it 
may- have prevented and -what 
the alternatives would have 
been. It has produced arms con¬ 
trol agreements which are im¬ 
perfect but better than none at 
all. It produced a Berlin agree- 
' ment which has somewhat 
lowered though not removed 
tension in one of the main points 
of conflict in Europe.' It has 
probably done something, though 
not enough, to restrain Soviet 
behaviour abroad. It has also 
done something, though not 
enough, to limit persecution of 
dissidents in the Soviet Union 
and Eastern Europe. 

It produced the Helsinki con¬ 
ference of last summer. What¬ 
ever the critics say this gave 
away nothing of substance. It 
certainly did not make, perma¬ 
nent the frontiers of Europe or • 
endorse the political status quo 
os the Russians hoped. .Instead 
it put human rights on the agenda 
of detente and provided'a char¬ 
ter which is already being 
quoted by almost every perse¬ 
cuted intellectual, divided family. 


' oppressed minority, or would-be 
emigrant in Europe. Of course 
the practical results are limited. 
No Tealist expected them to be 
otherwise. But. if the conference 
is seen as a lever for pushing 
evolution in the right direction 
it can scarcely have bad effects 
—only good ones or none at alL 

Thus' the main answer to 
critics of detente is that the-re¬ 
sults are not as bad as they 
say and that anyway there is no 
sensible' alternative to continu¬ 
ing to try to make it work. Yet 
there ■ is an obvious need for 
caution. ' Detente is a risky 
policy. ■ It means contributing 
through trade and other means 
to the power of the Soviet Union 
in the hope of influencing the 
way that power is used. It means 
giving the Soviet Union certain 
things it wants in order to get 
things the West wants. It must 
therefore be subject to continual 
close scrutiny to ensure that tbe 
balance of advantage remains 
acceptable. There is no point in 
continuing to fulfil only one side 
of a bargain. 

The danger of this happening 
is more acute now that the West 
is so absorbed in its own prob¬ 
lems. But the Soviet Union has 
problems too. It is inefficient. It 
is seeking power in largely nine¬ 
teenth century terms through 
heavy industry, large weapons 
and a multitude of warships. It 
has few ideas or innovations to 
offer the West or the Third 
World, and even the communist 
parties of Western Europe are 
breaking away. If its problems 
occasionally look more tractable 
than those of the West it is partly 
because its pace of change is 
slower and it largely avoids the 
dilemmas that surround a com¬ 
mitment to individual freedom. 
The real revolutions in thought, 
technology and social structures 
are taking place in the West. 
They are uncomfortable but 
potentially creative. A little 
more confidence could therefore 
be combined with the caution 
which tbe present phase of East- 
West relations demands. 


THE FUTURE OF POLLUTION CONTROL 


The Alkali Inspectorate lias not 
had as good a press in recent 
years as it deserves. Its Dicken¬ 
sian name, its reticence, its 
inbred air, its lack of sympathy 
with the modern campaigning 
spirit in environmental issues all 
tend to obscure Its share of the 
credit for the great advances 
that have been made in the 
control of industrial pollution. 
The inspectorate has its own 
philosophy, and is immutably 
persuaded that it is the right one. 
Its staff are not troubleshooters 
pouncing on every nasty smefl 
with a prosecution; they frater¬ 
nize, they cajole, they ask 
nothing of a manufacturer that 
it will bankrupt him to carry out. 
The results, as the standing 
Royal Commission on pollution 
confirmed in its latest report 
yesterday, are not to be sniffed 
at. Bui the inspectorate's 
patience and undue secretiveness 
about the details of its findings 
and criteria (a matter of legiti¬ 
mate public interest except where 
there is a genuine threat to 
valuable trade secrets) have too 
etten given the impression of 
insufficient zeal. 

I: was possibly with some idea 
of letting in a breath of fresh 
air that the Rnbens committee 
recommended in 1972 rhat the 


inspectorate should be amalga¬ 
mated with the new. commission 
on health and safety at work. 
Since the latter body deals partly 
with atmospheric emissions from 
factories that may affect the 
health of their workers, while 
the former is entirely concerned 
with the effect of those same 
emissions on the environment as 
a whole, the proposal ;had an 
obvious element of tidiness. How¬ 
ever, yesterday’s report argues 
with some force that it was mis¬ 
conceived. The commission is 
predominantly an alliance of 
industrial interest groups, whose 
aims will not necessarily always 
be identical to those of the public 
at large. The arrangement does 
carry a risk that the inspectorate 
might find itself actually, as it 
is often accused of being, in the 
pocket of industry. 

In its former shape, however, 
it was at least in danger of losing 
the public confidence that it 
needs to command. It was also 
limited in a not very logical wav 
to industrial emissions into the 
air. One kind of pollution can 
too easily be turned into another 
for a partial approach to be the 
most useful one. Smoke that is 
full of harmful dust can be 
cleaned by passing it through 
water: but the dirty water also 


has to be disposed of. Liquid 
pollutants can be made solid, 
while discharges of reeking gas 
can be treated with filters that 
produce noise, which is itself 
another kind of pollution. The 
problem of disposing of wastes 
in the least offensive way is a 
single one. 

The Royal Commission pro¬ 
poses a body to deal with these 
questions comprehensively, 
absorbing the inspectorate. Local 
authorities and water authorities 
would retain their existing 
powers to control pollution and 
to set standards, but the new 
body would provide central ex¬ 
pert guidance. It must be hoped 
that it will have more fruitful 
relations with local government 
than the inspectorate sometimes 
has had. Rightly, it would con¬ 
tinue to apply (but more openly) 
the criterion of the best practic¬ 
able means of control, rather 
than feting rigid universal emis¬ 
sion standards. As Britain suc¬ 
cessfully argued recently in the 
councils of the EEC, flexible 
standards related to individual 
circumstances are better, so long 
as industrial and political in¬ 
terests are not given undue 
weight over environmental ones, 
and so long as it can be seen 
that they are not. 


THE LESSONS OF A BABY’S DEATH 


The report of the enquiry into 
the death of the baby buy, Steven 
Meurs, from Mur vat ion ant! 
neglect in King's Lynn last April 
will probably lead to renewed 
criticism of the competence of 
social workers on thu 011 c hand 
and on the other to renewed 
demands that, the Government 
and local authorities devote more 
resources to social services. 
These two opposing conclusions 
were drawn by many politicians 
and members of the public front 
:hc circumstances surrounding 

the death of Maria CnhvcII three 
years ago. The similarity between 
the two tragedies is such that 
■I'milar conclusions are likely to 
be drawn again today. 

Yet neither is entirely justi¬ 
fied on the. evidence of this 
report. Although the members of 
lira enquiry have not hesitated 
:o criticise individual workers 
iand to exonerate others), their 
report also illuminates the 
severity of social distress which 
on occasion social workers are 
expected to solve quietly and 
cheaply. It would be unfortunate 
if the public came to believe that 
such tragedies could be easily 
prevented and that severe casus 
of child neglect were only 
allowed to occur by the laziness 
or incompetence of social 
workers. Equally the report gives 
little support to the contrary 
argument that the deaths of 
future Maria Colwells and Steven 
Meurs can be prevented by a 


substantial increase in the re¬ 
sources allocated to social ser¬ 
vices. It concedes that Norfolk 
employs fewer fieldworkers than 
the arerage local authority and 
that some of those involved in 
this tragic case were overworked. 
However, Lhe main difficulty 
seemed to have arisen from the 
uneven distribution of social 
workers (and health visitors) 
through the county rather than 
any outstanding shortage. In any 
case the failure to prevent the 
death of Steven Meurs was not 
caused principally by lack of 
manpower—rather the opposite. 

Instead two less remarkable 
but perhaps more appropriate 
conclusions can be drawn from 
the failure to prevent the 
tragedy. The first concerns 
the failure of communication 
between the many agencies in¬ 
volved with the Meurs* house¬ 
hold. Between October, 1974, and 
Steven's death in the following 
April several serial workers, the 
local social security office, the 
family doctor, the health visitor, 
the probation officer, the police 
and the local inspector of the 
National Society for the Preven¬ 
tion of Cruelty to Children were 
all concerned with the case. 

Yet no case conference of all 
those involved was ever held to 
compare notes and some 
remained entirely unaware of 
the intervention of others or mis¬ 
understood what had been dis¬ 
covered by others- It was to 
prevent just such confusion that

Future of British Financial responsibility on devolution 


film industry 

Front Mr Michael Winner 
Sir, As b long-time member of the 
British film Industry I found it salu¬ 
tary that the impressive participants 
on the Working Party-regarding the 
future of the British Him Industry 
came up with a lot of nonsense, 
whilst yom- brief leader was emi¬ 
nently sane. 

If tiie British film industry is In 
crisis, and has not done well for 
some time, 'then the Government 
placing five mil lion pounds’ per 
annum at its disposal is unlikely to 
suddenly make it profitable. Nor 
do I accept that this five million, 
plus another million which it is pro¬ 
posed be taken from the industry's 
own Eady Fund, will produce from 
outside sources at least a further 
nine million pounds. 

Jf the professional motion picture 
companies in this country have re¬ 
fused to provide the necessary 
finance to make these additional 
British pictures because they con¬ 
sider it too risky 3 venture, then 
why should the Government's money 
suddenly put tbe film industry on 
a secure.basis? Indeed all govern¬ 
ment money pumped ’ into the 
National Film Finance Corporation 
over the years has been lost (except 
for a recent small donation "they 
haven't yet gone through), and there 
is no practical reason to believe this 
now amount, even though adminis¬ 
tered by a newly created agency, 
will not be lost also. 

I believe, nevertheless, it is worth 
supporting British films as an art 
form, in the way that for example 
the theatre is given aid. This is on 
the basis of encouraging ' worthy 
ventures that become a credit ito the 
n;uran in general Furthermore in 
the theatre participation is obtained 
from the more highly paid, such 
as actors, who work at the National 
Theatre for often as kttJe as 20 per 
cent of what they could get on the 
commercial stage. 

If the Government were to give 
money to films on this basis costs 
could be kept well below the norm 
by stars directors, producers, and 
i-ven distributors, -.vorldug for less 
dun their ouiitul fee, which I 
believe they would do, for . tiio 
pi sum ire of working in projects of 
particular merit which might not 
normally be nude in a medium 
catering to mass caste. 

It is also likely, a» in the National 
Theatre, that some of the projects 
so financed would be profitable and 
contribute to this fund. Also that 
actors and dire cuts would come 
from this area into the more highly 
paid international and'or British, 
commercial cinema thus engender¬ 
ing further jobs and high, salaries 
for the govern meat tu tax. This is 
much as you suggested and seems 
the only honest way to pat forward 
a pica for money for the film 
industry. 

A serious, though more unpopular 
area, is the problem of massively 
punitive taxes (S3 per cent on 
earned income and 9 8 per cent on 
interest on what you manage to save) 
that cause many of our talented and 
highly paid producers, directors, 
writers and stars to remove them¬ 
selves and their tax Day-meats to 
another country, with the resultant 
loss of jobs for others who would 
work in this country if these people, 
“bankable” within tbe film world, 
stayed here and worked here. Whilst 
the White Paper appreciates this, 
and other sundry problems, it really 
does nothing to alleviate them. 
Spreading earnings over a few years 
does nothing to induce these vital 
people to remain.

At best 
it is an example of the slavish and 
bureaucratic application of health 
regulations to keep blind people 
accompanied by their guide dogs 
out of restaurants, fond shops and 
the like—even then, it is hard to 
see why flower shows, and at That 
apparently only the Chelsea Flower 
Show, should need such special pro¬ 
tection! Even then, there is no 
excuse for this. 

The Minister has stated in Parlia¬ 
ment that it is expected that such 
regulations will be interpreted with 
common sense where blind people 
with guide dogs arc concerned, and 
has recognised the standards of 
hygiene and dNripline displayed by 
these animals. The New Zealand 
Parliament indeed has exempted 
guide dogs from laws restricting the 
access of dugs to certain kinds of 
public place, acd my federation be¬ 
lieves that similar legislation will 
hare to be introduced here if peooie 
continue to display- the same sort 
of obscurantism as the Royal Horti¬ 
cultural Society. One must simply 
give thanks that there are people 
around with the humanity and in¬ 
sight of Lord Snowdon, and hope

Price of potatoes 

From Mr M. IV. Bunburg 
' Sir, Mr Cadbury (January 11) has 
already corrected some of the in¬ 
correct assumptions made by Mr 
Byron Jones (January 8) about tbe 
cause oE the rise in the price of 
potatoes. As a grower of potatoes 
may I add the following- points. 
First, no commercial grower of any 
significant acreage would fail to 
apply artificial fertilizer to his 
crop.

They 
require regular spraying and irri¬ 
gating .throughout the growing 
season if maximum yields are to 
be obtained. We estimate that 
labour costs per acre are ar least 
six times as great as for wbea*- 
Thirdly, vie 'have received for oo 
potatoes this- season some fit- 
times as much per non as la: 
season. The consumer, via the d' - 
iribacon system, has bid us l’-" 
our potatoes, and as there is :;j 
cartel of potato producers, the pr;-.-.- 
has- -risen to. the point ar wb «-1 
demand is in equilibrium V :Lli 
supply.

Julian Amery writes : ‘ 

Colonel Abas Knpi, leader of 
the Royalist- resistance move¬ 
ment in war-time Albania, died 
in New York last week in his 
mid-eighties. 

Col Abas Kupl could neither 
read nor write, indeed only wilii 
difficulty could he sign his 
name. He was, however, of deli- 
cate build and bore a striking 
resemblance to tbe first 
Napoleon. As sometimes with 
men of iron will, his voice and 
manner were unusually gentle. 
He was born, like Skanderbeg, 
in Kruya where his father had. 
been a leading member of the' 
Bektashi community. When 
Abas Kupi was in . his early 
teens, nationalist insurgents 
seized -the castle of Kruya from 
the Turks and hoisted the Skan¬ 
derbeg. Hag. He tried to join., 
them, but was told he was too 
young to fight mid • sept 
borne. A few days later fee 
town was reoccupied by the 
Turks and a soldier was sent to 
pull down fee offending flag. 
Young Abas, seized his father’s 
rifle, shot fee soldier dead aBd 
took to the hills. 

Thus began a career in which 
Abas Kupi was variously an out¬ 
law or an officer according to 
the ebb and flow of Albanian 
politics, after fen First World 
War. In 1922' be declared 
against Zog. 

But Zog learned to respect a 
determined adversary and in fee 
hope feat tire “ poacher might 
turn gamekeeper” offered hun 
command . of fee Kruya Gen¬ 
darmerie. Abas accepted and 
f r om feat time on became the 


i Kln^s devoted lieutenant 
feoagh rating the Kruya al¬ 
most as-an independent fief. 

When- Mussolini invaded 
Albania in 1939 Abas Kupi was 
entrusted wife the defence of 
Durazzo and although hopelessly 
outmatched in manpower,, 
resisted fee Italian invaders for 
36 hours covering fee Sling’s 
escape to Greece. 

This gallant action made him 
a national hero to the Albanians, 
and when, in 1940. the British 
Government decided to encour¬ 
age an Albanian revolt against 
. fee Italians, he was one of fee 
leading .emigres to join fee 
movement. 

When the Germans attacked 
Yugoslavia in April, 1941, Abas 
Kupi :thd other ■ Albanian 
leaders, accompanied by Colonel 
Oakley HD1, a former instructor 

• of fee Albanian - Gendarmerie, 
entered Albania to : raise, the 
tribes. At first they met wife 
considerable, support, but this 
melted away wife the collapse 
of fee Yugoslavian armies. Abas 
Kupi was ouce again an outlaw 
but by a process of daring raids 
and patient diplomacy presently 

'built up a powerful resistance 
movement in fee mountains 
north of Tirana. This was later 
further strengthened by .a 
British military mission led by 
Colonel Bill Maclean. 

Before the collapse of Italy, 
Abas. Kupi had established an 

• uneasy alliance wife fee com¬ 
munist resistance movement led 
by Enver Hoxha, fee present 
Albanian leader. But after 
Italy’s defeat fee struggle be¬ 
tween them for postwar power 
increasingly overshadowed their

Dr Robert Forgan, MC, MD, 
a former Labour MP who joined 
Sir Oswald Mosley in forming 
tbe New Party in 1931, has died 
at- the - age of 84. He subse¬ 
quently became deputy leader 
of the British Union of Fascists. 
Tbejson of a Churcb of Scotland 
minister. Dr Forgan was edu¬ 
cated at Aberdeen Grammar 
School and the universities of 
Aberdeen and Cambridge, gain¬ 
ing MA and MD degrees. He 
served in the Royal Army Medi¬ 
cal Corps during the First 
World War and was awarded 
fee MC. 

His experiences as a medical 
officer for Lanarkshire County 
Council after the war turned 
him to socialism and he became 
a member of Glasgow Cfrv 
Council. He became Labour MP 
for West Renfrew in 1929. His 
impatience with fee Labour 
Party led him to Mosley and in 
the 1931 general election he 
stood as a New Party candidate 


•for West Renfrew—hut polled 
pnly 1^304 votes against over 
14,000 for Labour two years 
• earlier. 

When Mosley formed fee 
British Union of Fascists, Dr 
Forgan was at first director of 
organization but later became 
deputy leader. In fee autumn 
of 1932 he went as an emissary 
to Rome and saw Mussolini to 
seek financial support from. 
him. 'In 1934 when fee EUF 
started campaigning against the 
Jews. Dr Forgan resigned. Pro¬ 
scribed by the Labour Party, he 
subsequently took no active part 
in politics except to speak for 
tbe successful Commonwealth 
Party c?nd r dp*e at Chelmsford 
in the 1943 election. After a 
short time in general practice 
Dr Forgan became medical enn- 
suleant to a firm of mftmfrc- 
turing chemists and worked 
until he was 80. 

Twice married, he leaves a 
widow, one son and three 
daughters.

Disease: Preventing whooping cough 


Whooping cuugo is one of the few 
remaining Infectious diseases of 
chfldbood fear still cause serious 
Illness and death among young in¬ 
fants in BriDin. It is most dan¬ 
gerous during the first few months 
of life, especially in the period 
before the baby 'has been vaccin¬ 
ated against the infection. Anti¬ 
biotics arc uf liuic value in 
controlling the symptoms, erd 
doctors »till have to rely on tradi¬ 
tional treatment, including osygen 
and humidification of die atmo¬ 
sphere. uhlle waiting for die 
natural defence system ro eradicate 
die disease. 

Against that background many 
doctors iove been worried by pub¬ 
licity given in the press and on 
television to allegations that tiie 
vaccine in use is either ineffective 
or dangerous or both. Two studies 
just publi&iied from the Central 
Public Health Laboratory in Lon¬ 
don provide some data on tbe 
immunity given by vaccination. 

First, heulrii authorities v.-rc 
asked for the numbers of child¬ 


ren under sis years of age in 
their area, the number who had 
been vaccinated and the number 
who had beer notified as having 
developed whooping cough. Analy¬ 
sis of the reports showed that 
between 1972 and 1974 the infec¬ 
tion rate was one and a half to 
three times higher in unvaccinated 
Children than In those who had 
been given a full course of 
vaccine. 

The second study showed tltat 
the illness was rarely severe among 
children aged over three years but 
below that age symptoms- were 
moderate or severe in a third of 
at! case;. More than half the 
babies aged six months or less who 
became infected requited admis¬ 
sion to - hospital. -Furthermore, 
severe illness leading to hospital 
admission wav much commoner 
among unvaednated children : 10 
children died none of whom bad 
been vaccinated 

Whooping cough remains a 
sariuus disease for young infants, 
the Central Public Health Labora¬ 


tory report says, and those who 
are very young are -not protected 
by fee present programme of vac¬ 
cination. However, one ot the 
argaments advanced by the advo¬ 
cates of vaccination is that h? 
reducing ’he number of cases 
among children in the community 
lr iov.ers the risk that newborn 
babies trill b;- infected by mdr 
older broth-uis • or sisters. ’ In six 
of the ;even fatal cases in babies 
aged less thaj six months there 
was clear evidence of a family con¬ 
tact. 

While the esaCt extent of tiie 
immunity glieu by fee vaccine Is 
still arguable there can be no 
doubt that a full course of vaccina¬ 
tion does reduce the chance of a 
child's acquiring tbe infection, as 
well as reducing fee severity of fee 
Illness.

Second post 
in BNOC 
goes to 
Kearton

Lord Kearton, chairman of 
the British National Oil Cor¬ 
poration (BNGC) is also to 
take on the post of chief execu¬ 
tive, in charge of the day to 
day running of the organization. 

His appointment to the' dual 
post has been approved by tbe 
12-man BNOC board and it is 
thought to have been sanctioned 
by Mr Wedgwood Bezrn, the 
Secretary of State for Energy. 

Mr Benn had ' originally 
hoped to appoint a senior 
executive .from within the. oil 
industry to the post of chief 
executive. His department ran 
a high pressure management 
recruiting campaign, but found 
a complete lack of enthusiasm 
for the job among oilmen.. ■ 
Lord Kearton who was chair¬ 
man of Courtaulds before tak¬ 
ing over at BNOC, is an accom¬ 
plished businessman; but his 
knowledge' and experience of 
the oil industry is limited. 

The ' dual appointment is 
bound to attract criticism since 
it follows the • controversial 
appointment of Lord Brigin- 
shaw as a part-time member of 
the BNOC board. 

Oil industry executives are 
concerned that a major- 
nationalized industry that must 
ultimately be their partner in 
operating North Sea oilfields, 
has a board in which. three of 
the members, are over GO and 
who -have virtually no exper¬ 
ience of the oil industry.

“ Production of batteries, 
headlamps and lighting equip¬ 
ment. distributors, alternators, 
generators and starter motors 
would all cease within, at most, 
one week.” 

At Leyland the union plans 
to tell its S.000 members to 

black all work going through 
the company's head office ar 
Marylebone. London, from 
March 1. This would prevent 


the company selling vehicles 
because no paper work or cash 
transactions could be carried 
out, Mr Edwards said. 

The dispute is over recogni¬ 
tion rights, equal pay and Lon¬ 
don allowances..Apex claims 
its 174 members in head office 
are paid substantially less than 
counterparts at Cowley, Long- 
bridge. Coventry and Llanelli. 

It alleges that the company 
is breaching the Equal Pay Act 
by paying less to women in 
London than men on identical 
grades elsewhere. It wants the 
equal pay increases back dated 
to December 29, 1975, when tbe 
Act came Into force, and be¬ 
lieves head office workers 
should receive at least a E300 
London allowance. 

Mr Edwards said Ley land, had 
not given full recognition and 
negotiating rights to the union 
in head office, and talks be¬ 
tween the two sides were not 
formal. About 60 per cent of 
the -ISO London staff were 
women. 

British Leyland said: “ We 
have no sex discrimination. 
There are examples of men or 
women in London earning less 


than those elsewhere, but that 
reflects different bargaining 
units and different renewal 
dates for agreements. Until 
there is a national bargaining 
unit there will always be dis¬ 
crepancies.’' ' 

The other dispute is at the 
Sheffield offices of Globe and 
Simpson, a subsidiary of Lucas 
and a major distributor and ser¬ 
vice agent for .Lucas products. 
Mr Edwards alleges that the 
company is in breach of the 
Equal Fay and Sex Discrimina¬ 
tion Acts. 

He has sent a warning of 
industrial action to Mr Alexan¬ 
der Nicol, vice-chairman of 
Lucas and a member of the 
Equal Opportunities Commis¬ 
sion. Unless salaries were 
dramatically improved and 
equal pay assured.

\ British-made lorries and vans 
are continuing to outsell foreign 
competition on the borne 
market. Despite a drop of 7 
per cent in total sales last year 
compared with 1974, domestic 
.commercial vehicle manufac¬ 
turers increased their penetra¬ 
tion of the United Kingdom 
market from 86 per cent to 
almost 89 per cent. 

. According to figures issued 
today by the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders, 
195,498 commercial vehicles 
were sold in tbe United King¬ 
dom last year of which 24,589 
were imported. The importer’s 
share ef 11.2 per cent fallows 
tfieir 13.8 per cent penetration 
In 1974. 

Ford was the best seller in 
1975 with 66,899 vehicles. 645 
more rhan British Leyland, 
which was a close second. Ford 


captured 30.4 per cent of the 
market. 

Total figures hide the fact 
that Leyland increased sales by 
599 vehicles over 2974, while 
Ford sold 3.000 fewer. Leyland 
was the only major manufac¬ 
turer to increase its sales. 

Leyland’s chief success was 
in light vans and pickups, 
where its sales rose from 29,892 
in 1974 to 31,851. Ford sales in 
this sector fell from 21,085 to 
17,691. Imports fell by more 
than 3.000 to just over 7.200. 

At tbe heavy end. Ford over¬ 
took Leyland with sales of 
14,422 vehicles of over 3.5 tons 
compared with 12,155 in 1974.

Hopes deferred until winter for mechanical engineerm;

Mechanical engineering, which 
has experienced only slow 
growth in the United Kingdom 
economy this year, has put back 
its expectations of on upturn 
in home orders until the winter. 

In a fairly gloomy short term 
trends report, the Economic 
Development Committee for the 
industry says that efforts to 
boost the level of economic 
activity in the leading industrial 
economies have so far failed to 
have the full effects expected 
of them, mainly because of a 
persistently high level of per¬ 
sonal savings. 


In the absence of any clear 
indication, the report says, it 
is difficult to predict either the 
timing or the scale of the up¬ 
turn in world economic activity. 

On the home front, the 
industry’s economic develop¬ 
ment committee says that a 
delay in increased orders will 
result from the current low 
level of capacity utilization in 
the United Kingdom economy, 
the prospects of only slow 
growth in 1976 and the conse¬ 
quent absence of pressure to 
increase capacity in the short 
term. 

It adds that investment in 


1976 will be further depressed 
by uncertainty about profit¬ 
ability, the continuing fairly 
tight liquidity position of many 
companies and their need, with 
inflation still running at an his¬ 
torically high rate this year, to 
avoid preempting funds re¬ 
quired to finance increased 
working capital requirements in 
the next upturn. 

Recent schemes Introduced 
by the Government under the 
1972 Industry Act to stimulate 
investment and facilitate mod¬ 
ernization should spark off a 
"limited revival” in home de¬ 
mand on the engineering in¬ 


dustry, the committee says.

Sir, How regrettable that Mr 
David Nye in his article “ Look¬ 
ing for saviour to end slump 
in television sales” (November 
23,1975) failed to point out that 
the use of video-cassette re¬ 
corders to make recordings of 
television programmes “ off 
air 1 * requires licence of the 
various copyright owners whose 
creative material form part of 
those programmes, that literary, 
dramatic, musical and artistic 
works, to which must be added 
prerecorded sources such as 
films, records and the like, also 
subject to copyright protection. 

For obvious reasons few pro- ■ 
ducers of sound and visual re¬ 
cording equipment draw to the 
attention of potential purchasers' 
their obligations under the 
Copyright Act 1956 when repro¬ 
ducing copyright material from 
any source of performance, and 
which requires licence or per¬ 
mission to be obtained even 
where such recording is made 


for purely private and domestic 
use. 

This society has gone some 
way in meeting the require¬ 
ments of private recording of 
copyright music by offering 
licence on .payment of a nom¬ 
inal annual fee. and relying on 
voluntary application by the 
individual several thousand 
such licences have been issued 
to date. 

It would of course be more 
satisfactory if tbe Cop:,Tight Act 
could be amended to bring into 
being a form of compulsory 
licensing for private use under 
which the manufacturer or im¬ 
porter pays a once and for all 
royalty on each piece of equip¬ 
ment designed or intended for 
non-professional use, the cost of 
which, would. be passed on to 
the original purchaser.

The money supply and inflation 


From Mr A. Sears 
Sir, Hugh Stephenson, in his 
article on January 5, says that 
if (for the sake of argument) 
the rate of inflation comes 
down to 9.9 per cent by the 
end of 1976 it will have done 
so onlg on tbe basis of very 
general observance of the £6 a 
week pay increase. limit. This 
is not true. If the rate of infla¬ 
tion fails, to whatever level, it 
will be because there has been 
a reduction in the amount cf 
paper currency printed.. 

Inflation is depreciation -of 
the value of money caused by 
the printing of currency in 
excess of the requirements set 
by the value of goods in the 
country. Wage rises do not 
and cannot cause inflation—in 
fact they are usually sought 
because of inflation. 


The present - • Government 
made muck of its intention to 
reduce the rate of inflation to 
less than 10 _per cent, by the 
end of 1976—it was interesting 
to_noto that on November. 17. 
1975, an article in The Times 
showed that the .money supply 
growth rate had eased from 20

Kimpher revival 
hopes crash 

The ups and downs of advert¬ 
ising can be sharp and sudden. 
Take Kimpher, the London- 
based agency with interests m 
publishing and market services. 
It reports a pretax loss of

to last September 30. 

Last year tbe group recovered 
well ’ in the second half, after 
inrerim profits had crashed 
from £166,000 to £51,000. The 
final outturn was £190,000 and 
the board was confident Share¬ 
holders get no interim payment 
against 1.49p tbe year before. 

The board- says the poor 
results reflected recession, 
which forced some clients to 
cut back sharply.

Sri Lanka has nationalized 10 
British commercial companies, 
with an estimated balance sheet 
value of £2.5 m, in retaliation for 
the bolding, in London of the 
proceeds of tea sales by Sri 
Lankan estates nationalized at 
the end of last year.

Bahama based company, has a 


total 33 per cent stake in Onvah. 
Federal Securities also has a 
wholly owned .London based 
company, Colombo Commercial 
Company (CCC), whose subsi¬ 
diaries have now been 
nationalized. 

Mr J. R. M. Collins, managing 
director of Onvah and a director 
of CCC subsidiaries said yes¬ 
terday CCC did not have any 
interest in Ouvah although there 
were three common director¬ 
ships. . 

He said CCC’s companies had 
been nationalized after the 
boards of the tea plantations 
over which CCC had no control 
had decided to retain the pro¬ 
ceeds of the last tea shipments 
immediately prior to nationali¬ 
zation last year in a separate 
batik account in London.

THE MASTER OF THE ROLLS 
said the plaintiff was employed 
at. the defendants’ factory where 
he had to work at a machine that 
gave off a fine cloud of powder.; 
In 1567 he was off work suffering 
from dermatitis. He returned to 
work bur did not then work at 
die machine. He was off work 
with the same trouble In 1358., 
In 1970 he was again exposed'to' 
the harmful powder in-the tod. 
room. His injury was then called 
contact dermatitis. 

There was a marked deteriora¬ 
tion in his condition in May, 1971. 
He gave up work and was an jx i- 
patient at a hospital in May, 1971- 
He knew that ms employers were 
responsible, that they had been 
negligent and that he. bad a 

remedy in damages, hut he took' 
no action then because he did not 
want to give, up work' More than 
three years passed before be got 
legal advice. 

The judge had held on the pre¬ 
liminary Issue that as a result of 
exposure to the powder he had 
suffered contact dermatitis in 
1967, 1968, and' partly in 1970 
and 1971. By May, 1971, it had 
got worse and had become consti¬ 
tutional eczema, from which he 
would noc recover. It was urged 
for the plaintiff that he did not 


know the. extent of his Injuries 
before the beginning of the three- 
. year, period ending on the date of 
tone of-the writ, April 30, 1974. 
The injury had got much worse 
afrer'Aprilr 1971.' and it was said 
that the extent of the injury con- 
: sti rated a decisive factor of which 
he did not know.* 

1 r GoodchthTs case was decisive 
against the plaintiff. It bad been 
affirmed by the new section l of 
the Limitation Act, 7975, intro¬ 
ducing n new section 2A into the 
Limitation Act.' 1939 (see section- 
2 A( 6 )(a>). Krape v British ■ Rtdl- 
wogs Board ([1972] 1 QB 3G11 was 
a very different case, where the 
Injury was trivial at first but be¬ 
came much, more serious. 

These two cases drew the line. 
Under the new Art, it the injury 
was sufficiently, serious that a 1 
plaintiff ought to have brought his 
action within three years and he 
had tiie appropriate knowledge of 
the defendants’ responsibility, he 
could non get an- extension. The 
appeal sbonld be- dismissed. 

LORD JUSTICE LAWTON 
agreed. The problem) was nor a 
personal equation for the plaintiff. 
Under section -7(4T of the Limita¬ 
tion Act, 1963, the- court had to 
look at the matter objectively; 
what a reasonable man would do. 

Lord Justice Bridge delivered a 
concurring judgment.

Mr Denis Healey is unlikely 
to have made many new 
friends among higher salary 
earners ~as "if result 'of his 
recent hints that the next 
incomes policy will provide 
a fairer deal for hard-work¬ 
ing executives. Most execu¬ 
tives feel rightly or wrongly 
that they are personally 
bearing 'the brunt of the 
current battle against infla¬ 
tion. And an equal number 
apparently look ■ ■' to the 
future with similar cynicism. 

It is widely felt that the 
£6 a week policy will be re¬ 
placed with, at ‘best a . com¬ 
bination of a . Sac-rate, limit 
and percentage - increases 
which will do -little to 
cushion salary- earners from 
an, accelerated decline in 
living standards.. 

The , consultants Lloyd 
Executive, who this week 
published results .of their 
latest investigation into the 
disappearing ' earnings of 
City executives, predict that 
1976 will be a crunching year 
for middle managers what¬ 
ever form the next incomes 
policy takes. Their report 
claims that more and more 
executives in the capital are 
facing real personal crises 
as cutbacks on luxuries be¬ 
come exhausted after .two 
years of pruning. Many pro¬ 
fessionals, it says, -will, be 
forced to look for new 
appointments out of sheer 
financial necessity. —- 

In fact, out of 170 City 
firms surveyed for the re¬ 
port, more than 25 per cent 
were confidently expecting 
an increase in labour turn¬ 
over -during this year as a 
result of employees seeking 
better pay.. 

A study of employees* 
earnings ' in the firms 
covered showed'that'salaries 


increased on average only 
18.1 per cent in 1975 com¬ 
pared with on average ri&e 
for all employees in Britain 
of .24.7 per cent and a rise 
in the Retail Prices Index 
of 25.9 per cent. 

Broken, down" into in¬ 
dividual categories, the 
accountancy profession was 
seen, to .fare best, with 
average increases of 21.2 per 
cent, followed by merchant 
and international bank staffs, 
who secured rises of 20.4 per 
ceni^-Average - -remuneration 
in industry and general com- 
■ merce -increased by 17.6 per 
cent, in insurance- and brok¬ 
ing by 15.1 per cent, and 
in the legal profession by a 
mere 14.6 per. cent. 

'The actual decline in 
standards is underlined by 
Lloyd's example of tbe 
“typical” executive whose 
living standard is gauged by 
plotting bis disposable in¬ 
come after taking into 
account bis five main family 
. expenditure items—taxation, 
food, housing, fuel and 
transport. 

. .The analysis is based on 
a- 32-year-old. family man, 
with an 85 per cent mort¬ 
gage and a. car purchase 
loan, earning £4,000 in 
January, 1974, and receiving 
a 15 per cent salary increase 
in both 1974 and 1975. 

It shows .that his dis¬ 
posable income fell by 1 per 
cent in 1974, and in 1975— 
when he needed a pay 'rise 
of 17 per' cent simply to 
cover increased costs in. the 
five 'mam stems—bis dis-' 
posable income fell b7 7 per 
cent in real terms. - 

Compwing this “typical** 
executive with his wealthier 
Common Market counter¬ 
parts, tbe report shows that 
after , paying his tax; food, 
housing, fuel and transport 


bills the Briton has about! 
20 per cent of his gross 
salary Ieir as against bis 
opposite French number’s 33 
per cent, the . German* 35 
per cent and the Dutch 
equivalent's 32 per cent.
